Children who have been paying 
15 cents a dip to net wooden fish 
from the Forest: Park Highlands 
fish pond game have complained 
recently that the “big ones,” the 
fish carrying capital prizes, al- 
ways seemed to elude their nets. 

The complaints reached police. 
Capt. Joseph Wren and his gam- 
bling squad visited the concession 
yesterday. They obtained a closer 
view of the game than most play- 
ers do, Wren reported, and found 
that only 123 of the advertised 
329 wooden fish actually were 
afloat in the concession’s 14x18- 
foot tub. 

The floating fish all were pen- 
ny winners, Wren said. The “big 
ones” all were resting on the bot- 
tom of the tub, safe from prying 
dipnets. The water was colored 
with bluing so that the bottom 
was not visible from the surface.

“and used the money to pay off 
the banks which lent us money 
to buy the Cardinals. 

“Surplus funds passing from 
one corporation to another are 
taxed only at the rate of about 
7 per cent, under Section 26 -of | 
the Internal Revenue Code. In 
our deal, the surplus was taxed 
at that time at the rate of 5.7 
per cent. That’s the crux of it. 

“That section of the law is be- 
ing used every day, but you don’t 
hear of the other deals. You hear 
of this because this was the Card- 
inals baseball club and Hannegan 
was in it.” 

Saigh nder Indictment. 

Hannegan was Postmaster Gen- 
eral and Democratic national 
chairman. Saigh, now under in- 
dictment on a charge of federal 
income tax evasion, is president 
of the }club. 

In Washington, Senator Wil- 
liams said the $2,500,000 had been | 
set aside by the baseball club for 
a new stadium at the time the 
club was sold. Although this 
fund, in cash and Government 
bonds, was taken over by Hanne- 
gan and Saigh, the stadium was 
never built, Williams pointed out. 

The Delaware Senator quoted a 
report by Colin F. Stam, chief of 
staff for the Senate-House Inter- 
nal Revenue Committee, as find- 
ing it questionaBle whether this 
fund was therefore entitled to 
exemption from a penalty tax on 
funds accumulated by corpora-. 
tions and not distributed in the | 
form of dividends, which would | 
be taxable. The penalty, he said, 
can run as high as 37% per cent 
on sums exceeding $100,000. 

Stam’s report, placed,in the 
Congressional Record by Wil- 
liams, said the tax expert lacked 
enough information to determine 
if the penalty should have been 
applied. But Stam declared that 
the Internal Revenue Bureau had 
failed to make a thorough check 
into the matter over a period of 


years.

The Senate had balked at a 
house provision forbidding the 
Air Force to use its funds to pay 
ARO, Inc., for operation of a lab- 
oratory at Tullahoma, Tenn, ARO 
has a contract calling for $95,000 
a year to operate this laboratory, 
which is hooked into a wind-tun-

Motorcade Ready. 

The streets outside the airport 
were lined with cars for a motor- 
cade into the city. 

Taft came here after a Wash-, 
ington press conference full of 
sharp gibes at Eisenhower, alter- 
nated with grim ‘statements of 
confidence over the outcome of 
next week's nominating battle. 

As he boarded the plane at 
Washington a reporter asked 
whether he would return as the 
Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent. He replied: “I really don’t 
know.” The statement, however, 
was in contrast with his confident 
appearance—even to a tie crowd- 
ed with elephants,-symbolic per- 
haps of the way he hopes to col- 
lect votes at the convention open- 
ing Monday.

The committee also proposed 


jurisdiction over the rules which 
will govern this year’s conven- 
tion so it did not get into the 
fight over amending the rules to 
bar contested delegates from vot- 
ing on contests. 


Since the national convention is 
the party’s supréme body, the 
rules .changes voted by the Na- 
tional Committee today will have 
to be submitted to the conven- 
tion for final approval. 


Eisenhower forces served no- 
tice that they wil] try to knock 
out on the convention floor the 
proposal to permit only “quali- 
fied Republicans” to vote in pri- 
maries or party caucuses at which 
convention delegates are elected. 


Committee members from 
many states charged that this pro- 
vision would conflict with the 
laws of their states, which have 
no permanent party registration 
and permit “crossing over” in 
primaries.

After a ground wire is lowered 
to the river bottom, one of the 
violators, handling the telephone 
set from a boat, turns the crank, 
sending an electrical charge 
through the water. .

Use of a flushing bar on trac- 
tors has been found a valuable 
game saver, the Wildlife Research 
Institute says. 

The bar, which is a beam that 
is parallel to and ahead of the 
cutting bar, is used by farmers to 
frighten game from nests during 
the haying season. 

The farmer, warned in time by 
the flushing bird, can usually 
raise the cutting bar and save the 
nest as well as the hen. The 
flushing bar was designed by the 
Ohio Co-operative Wildlife Re- 
search Unit.

Construction Begun in Tennessee 


On $55,000,000 Newsprint Mill 


British-Owned Plant, Largest in South, Will 
Produce 130,000 Tons of Print Paper and 
50,000 Tons of Sulphate Pulp Annually. 


— 


—_—_—_— 


Construction was started last 
month for a $55,000,000 mill near 
Knoxville, Tenn., to produce news- 
print papér and sulphate pulp, un- 
der ownership of a big British 
newsprint concern. It will be the 
largest newsprint mill in the 
South, with capacity of about 
130,000 tons of newsprint annual- 
ly and 50,000 tons of sulphate 
pulp. 

This capacity for newsprint is 
slightly larger than that of the 
existing Southern mills, Coosa 
River Newsprint Co., near Birm- 
ingham, Ala., of which the Post- 
Dispatch is one of the owners, 
and Southland Paper Mills, Inc., 
Lufkin, Tex. The Post-Dispatch 
has contracted for 1250 tons of 
the new plant's production, as a 
token of support of the enterprise. 

The United States is consuming 
about 6,000,000 tons of newsprint 
annually. The new mill is going 
up in recognition of the demand 
for this essential material in the 
free flow of information. 

Bowater Southern Paper Corp., 
incorporated in Delaware, is build- 
ing the new plant. at Calhoun, 
Tenn., on the Hiwassee river, an 
arm of the developed Tennessee 
river system of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. All common 


by the Bowater Paper Corp., Ltd., 
of London, which has large news- 
print mills at Corner Brook, New- 
oundtand, and in England. 
Financing Arrangements. 

The British government freed 
mdollars for the top company’s in- 
vestment in the equity, about 
$15,000,000, while American banks, 
insurance companies and other 
financial. institutions have loaned 
$40,000,000. 

Last February American au- 
thorities granted a certificate of 
necessity for the plant, opening 
the way to supplies of construc- 
tion materials and to accelerated 
amortization of the investment. 
The Bowater concern expects, as 
a result, to write off about $21,- 
500,000 of the investment in the 
first five years, a material in- 
come -tax factor, held to have 
been an essential in making the 
plant possible. 

The new plant will be the 
largest single industrial construc- 
tion of an individual unit by 
private capital in the entire South, 
as far as Bowater has been able 
to ascertain, said Charles. T. 


Bowater Paper Co., Inc 
Production is tender a to start 
in March 1954. All of the news- 


print, Bowater has stated, will be 
sold for use in the United States, 
and the entire newsprint output 
already is under 15-year contract 
with American. newspapers. The 
sulphate pulp, in excess of the 
needs of the Bowater newsprint 
mill in Tennessee, will either be 
sent to Bowater’s English news- 
print mills or sold to American 
paper makers, depending on in- 
ternational market conditions. 

Intensive surveys of timber 
supply were made by Bowater 
and by TVA and results checked 
by two independent consultants, 
with the finding that the avail- 
‘\able supply’ of Southern pine 
timber as the raw material for 
the new mill is adequate. In ad- 
dition, Bowater is purchasing

This time they are stiffened by 
widespread reports of workers’ 
grumbling at their union for be- 
ing called off the job again. 

Many of these men would rath- 
er go back to work than lose 
more pay waiting for victory on 
the union shop. On the other 
hand, many loyal union men are 
reported to have started saving 
as far back as February so they 
could stay to the end with the 
strike they saw coming. 

Anti-union feeling in some 
Ohio towns has taken the form 
of hush-hush phone calls to mill 
officers asking that management 
refuse to agree to the union shop. 
(Generally, union shop means 
that a man must join the union 
after he gets a job, closed shop 
that he must belong in order to 
get one.)

WASHINGTON, July 5 (AP)— 
Republican members of a Senate 


Rules sub-committee investigating 
Senators McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, and Benton (Dem.), Con- 
necticut, won the right today to 
their own special counsel.

Conditions of Exemption. 
Senator O’Conor (Dem.), Mary- 
land, piloting the bill to passage, 
told the Senate the measure 

would exempt from federal regu- 
lation any company which meets 
these three conditions: 

1. The gas received is con- 
sumed within the state of re- 
ceipt. 

2. Its transportation facili- 
ties are not used for or in con- 
nection with the sale of natural 
gas in interstate commerce for 
hire. 

3. The company is not en- 
gaged in such transportation or 
sale. 

O’Conor said these provisos 
were adopted at the suggestion 
of the FPC. 

The bill also would permit FPC 
to exempt from its jurisdiction 
companies which own and oper- 
ate facilities for transporting 
natural gas in interstate com- 
merce for hire but which are lo- 
cated wholly within a single met- 


the gas so transported is ulti- 
mately consumed within the met- 
ropolitan area. 

O’Conor said this would apply 
to concerns like Consolidated Ed- 
ison Co. of New York, the Brook- 
lyn Union Gas Co. and the King’s 
County Lighting Co. 


VIOLENT DEATHS 
IN JULY 4 HOLIDAY 
NEARING 400 MARK 


CHICAGO, July 5 (AP)—Vio- 
lent deaths of the July Fourth 
holiday period were near the 400 
mark tonight. The timetable of 
traffic fatalities was ahead ofthe 
National Safety Council’s fore- 
cast. 

With the crush of homeward 
bound motorists still to ‘come, 
automobile accidents already had 
taken 239 lives. The council pre- 
dicted a total of 430 for the period 
from 6 p.m. Thursday to midnight 
Sunday (local time). ° 

The highway death rate was at 


three-day 1952 Memorial day 
weekend when 363 persons were 
killed—a record for a Memorial 
holiday. 

In addition to the highway 
deaths, 111 persons had drowned 
and 44 had died from other 
causes.

About 8 Million Persons: 


Benefit at Once Under 
Insurance, Welfare Pro- 
grams. 


WASHINGTON, July 5 (AP)— 
Congress completed action to- 
night on a bill increasing social 
security insurance and public 
assistance payments by about 
$540,000,000 a year. The House 
took the final action, by a voice 
vote. 

About eight million persons 
would benefit immediately, four 
and one-half millions under social 
security insurance and the rest 
under the four relief programs 
for the aged, blind, totally dis- 
abled, and for dependent children. 

The 2,685,000 persons now re- 
ceiving old-age assistance would 
get $5 a month more. Retired 
persons receiving government in- 
surance payments would receive 
$5 or 1242 per cent, whichever 
is greater. 

The bill also changes the in- 
surance formulas to increase 
benefits for all those retiring in 
the future. 

Limit on Public Aid. 

The compromise version of the 
bill carries a two-year limitation 
on the increased grants in the 
four public assistant categories. 

It increased from the present 
$50 to $75 the amount of earn- 
ings a recipient of social security 
insurance payments can receive 
without losing his benefits. 

A $3 monthly increase was 
provided for the aid to depend- 
ent children program. 

A conference committee 
knocked out of the bill a House 
provision permifting. some em- 
ployes of state and local govern- 
ments under their own retirement 
plans to come into the federal 
program. 

And it approved a provision to 
give wage credits at the rate of 
$160 a month-to members of the 
Armed Forces who went on duty 
‘since fighting began in Korea. 
But the compromise calls for the 
social security deposits to be 
made odt of the trust fund instead 


of out of the Government's gen- 
eral treasury fund. 


State Co-operation Plan. 
The compromise measure calls 


for state agencies to work out 
agreements with the Federal Se- 
curity Administration for exami- 
nations of disabled persons who 
wish to avoid having their retire- 
ment benefits diminished during 
the period of their disability.

Revenue ‘Racket Squads’. Dig Up| 


$73,176,196 More in Tax’ Claims 


WASHINGTON, July 5 (AP)— 
The Revenue Bureau's special 
“racket squads’ found evidence 
for $73,176,196 in. additional tax 
claims against “known and sus- 
pected” criminals in their first 
year of operations. 

The bureau, reporting this to- 
day, said the racket squads had 
also obtained 374 indictments 
and 199 convictions of those 
brought to trial during the 12 
months ended April 30. 

The 2126 investigators assigned 
to the racket squads set up over 
the country were investigating 
13,553 case at that time, and were 
prepared to go into more. than 
10,000 other cases referred to 
them. 

In closing out 15,430 cases dur- 
ing the 12 months, the bureau 


said, the squads recommended 
that fraud penalties be imposed in 
1937 cases. 


But the squads appeared to 
have discovered, too, that a num- 
ber of cases referred to them as 


‘involving criminal characters did 


not measure up. The report said 
5489 were “removed. from the 
racketeer classification,” which 
means they'll get the ordinary- 
citizen treatment. 


The bureau also disclosed it 
collected $3,079,970 from the 10 
per cent levy on wagers in the 
first six months after that tax 
took effect last Nov. 1, and $573,- 
989 in the same period from the 
$50-a-year occupational stamp tax 
imposed on professional gamblers. 


At the end of April, it said, 
599 cases involving possible crim- 
inal prosecution for evasion of the 
gambling taxes were pending, and 
some 50 had been taken into 
United States district courts. Most 
resulted in convictions with fines 
of $25 to $2000 and suspended 
sentences,

ITH Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio at the controls of the family steam- 
roller, the Twenty-fifth Republican National Convention opens Monday in 
the circus atmosphere of bands, flags, hawkers, elephants and clowns. The 


serious business of,the convention w ill be “the selection of nominees for. President 


and Vice President of the United States. 

In this process the ordinary citizen, read- 
ing his newspaper at home, listening to the 
radio or watching his television set, will be 
on the outside, looking in. The 1206 dele- 
gates to the convention, from the 48 states, 
Alaska, the District of ‘Columbia, Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands were‘ se- 
lected by the party machinery, beginning 
in ward and township meetings in which the 
ordinary citizen might have participated, but | 
for the most part did not. 

Now he must wait to see what candidates | 
are selected at the Republican and Demo- | 
cratic conventions—in one or more roll-call | 
votes, at the end of a period of frantic horse- 
trading. Then he will know the choice he 
will be presented in the November election. 

If it is a choice between two outstanding 
presidential candidates who have all the 
ability and character the political speakers 
will say they have, the ordinary citizen will 
be lucky. If it is a choice between two 
mediocre men, there will be nothing the 
average citizen can do about it. He has not 
participated in local party politics, and a 
nation-wide presidential primaries system 
does not exist. Now nomination of presi- 
dential candidates is in the hands of the 
professional and semi-pro politicians.

A NATIONAL CONVENTION is always the 
greatest political show on earth, but the 
Republican National Convention will be 
super-colossal.

No one knows what effect television 
coverage will have on future conventions. 
If the formal speeches are as windy and 
inane as they often are, and if the parades 
and demonstrations for the candidates are 
as raucous as ever, it may be that public 
revulsion will force future conventions to 
be more dignified and businesslike. 


Actually, however, while the convention 
itself is the climax of the inter-party cam- 
paign for the presidential nomination, many 
of the happenings are meaningless window 
dressing. A majority of the crucial decisions 
are made in private, and while conventions 
have been stampeded at the last moment, 
the battle plans have been drawn up in ad- 
vance. State-by-state the convention vote is 
the payoff. 

Taft began his campaign for the nomi- 
nation many years ago, and that is the 
main reason why today he has obtained 
control of the party convention machinery. 
Taft has been throughout his life, first, last 
and always, a party man. He represents 
the thinking of the conservative wing, the 
Old Guard. He is known as “Mr. Re- 
publican” and for years he has been .gath- 
ering followers and building organizations 
among the states. 

When delegates to the convention were 
chosen in the states during the spring, Taft 
followers tried to elect candidates favorable 
to their chief. Often the Republican Na- 
tional Committeemen and Committeewomen 
were Taft supporters; events this week have 
demonstrated that Taft has a three-to-two 
majority on the National Committee. 


* * * 


THE IMPORTANCE OF THIS is that the 
National Committee, the body which carries 
on the party’s business between conventions, 
controls the preliminary arrangements for 
the convention. It cannot control the con- 
vention itself, but it can go a long way to- 
ward it. 

Many decisions as to convention mechanics 
are made by the chairman of the National 
_ Committee, at present Guy George Gabriel- 
' gon. He has professed neutrality but is 
actually a Taft man. Other decisions have 
been made by the Taft majority of the com- 
mittee, which is made up of two*representa- 
tives from each state and territory. 

Gabrielson will call the convention to order 
Monday morning. He will then turn the 
gavel over to the temporary chairman. The 
man nominated for this position, again by 
the National Committee, is West Virginia Na- 
tional Committeeman Walter S. Hallanan, a 
Taft supporter. In the early hours of the 
convention Gabrielson or Hallanan may be 
called upon to make critical decisions that 
would deliver blocks of delegates either to 
Taft or Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower and per-

In this event, 
Washington’s ability to commit this country 
to any long-term obligations will be seri- 
ously impaired, and the rest of the world 
will be acutely aware of that fact. Ameri- 
ca’s friends and allies will try to avoid 
committing themselves to courses of action 
which require continuing American sup- 
port. 

But many if not most courses of action 
z| these days require continuing American sup- 
=| port. So the first result of an “isolationist” 
choice by the Republican convention could 
well be a general faltering and enfeeblement 
of policy through the Free World. 


This might be only the beginning of the 
chain of events which an isolationist choice 
could unleash. For if the Free World is en- 
feebled, Moscow will be emboldened, and the 
Soviets may be almost irresistibly tempted to 
force new crises precisely because the United 
States and its friends and allies are ill- 
prepared to face up to them. 

Even by making the greatest efforts of 
which they are capable, the free nations have 
only just barely succeeded in maintaining 
a precarious balance and a partial peace in 
the. world. The slightest abatement of these 
efforts might seem to the Soviets to afford 
them the opportunity to win great new vic- 
tories.

THERE ARE SOME SIGNS that even un- 
der an “internationalist” Democratic adminis- 
tration, the United States is so preoccupied 
with internal politics that it is failing to play 
its full part in world affairs and is showing 
an increasing tendency to lapse into “isola- 
tionist ways,” some observers are saying.

PESSIMISTS'§ probably_ attribute. too 
gloomy a significance to these developments. 


The United States still buys vast quantities 
of foreign goods—more than 11 billion dol- 
lars worth last year. Foreign aid totaling six 
billion dollars in a single year is hardly in- 
significant. Failure to tell the British in 
advance of the plan to bomb the Suiho plants 
was due to an administrative SNAFU, not to 
any deliberate scorn for the rights: and in- 
terests of an ally. 

In other and at least equally important re- 
spects, moreover, the United States certainly 
shows no signs of intending to abdicate its 
role asia world power. Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson has flown to London, Berlin, 
Vienna and Brazil during the past two weeks 
to affirm quite the contrary purpose, and the 
Senate voted by overwhelming majorities this 
week for ratification of the new “peace con- 
tract” with Bonn and the amendment to the 
North Atlantic Treaty extending the treaty’s 
mutual guarantees to Western Germany. 


* « * 


THE WORLD is fuJl of sick fears, its mem- 
ories of a previous American abdication of 
leadership are still horribly vivid, and its 
apprehensions regarding the future of Ameri- 
can policy are easily roused. The clear and 
present danger to the free world is, more- 
over, all too real. 


Perils lower at every hand, and Amer- 
ica’s friends and allies can hardly fend 
them off without full and continuing 
American support. Even Britain, the great- 
est of these friends and allies, “stands on 
a treacherous trap door,” Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill said recently, and the 
footing of other free nations is even more 
treacherous. 


The Communists must inevitably seek to 
turn the weakness of the free world to their 
advantage. They are consolidating their hold 
on the vast areas and populations and the 
Eurasian land mass they now largely control, 
and they threaten the free nations’ positions 
all around the periphery. Their forces grow 
stronger in Korea and press harder in Indo- 
china, and all Southeast Asia is in jeopardy. 

Malaya, a deadly stalemate persists. Com- 

unist-led bands prowl in the Philippines and 
in Indonesia. 

The Soviets threaten a new blockade of 
Berlin. Vienna, too, is still divided and cut 
off. Unarmed Swedish planes are shot down 
in the Baltic. 

The free world’s positions in the Near and 
Middle East and North Africa are also threat- 
ened. Egypt and Iran.are in the grip of 
desperate crises, and the peace in Tunis is 
at best an uneasy peace.

MEANWHILE the Kremlin spews out the 
vilest accusations against the United States 
that even the Soviets have ever made. All 
Americans—and not, as previously, just the 
“Fascist-beast rulers” of the country—are 
monsters of every vice and depravity, the 
Kremlin says, and it charges the United 
States with the worst of imaginable and un- 
imaginable wickedness, from germ warfare 
to mass castrations. 

What is the reason for this outburst of 
Soviet savagery? Is it only a phase of the 
unending process of conditioning a great 
people to fear, dependence and authority? 
Is it a sign, only, that the Kremlin thinks 
the Russians are far gone in apathy and 
disaffection? Has the Kremlin become 
alarmed by the refusals of so many Com- 
munist prisoners of war in Korea to be 
repatriated, and decided it must fasten 
new and tighter bonds of deception on its 
own people? 

It is even possible that the now six-month- 
old “hate America” campaign is part of Soviet 
preparations for making a propitiatory offer 
to negotiate outstanding issues with the 
United States, and to seem to be making the 
offer from strength, not weakness, 

The Americans here—and in Moscow—who 
know the Soviets best think that any or all 
of these motives may explain the Kremlin’s 
current campaign of vilification of the United 
States. But these Americans do not exclude 
the possibility that the “hate America” propa- 
ganda may also have a more ominous mean- 
ing.

As I look over the comments of the 
Republican presidential-aspirants, I find 
sweeping disagreement over the role, 
and even over the existence, of the “in- 
dependent voter.” 

Senator Taft seems especially vehe- 
ment in his conviction that there is 
small chance of squeezing a Republican 
vote out of anyone who has voted Dem- 
ocratic in, say, the last two or three 
presidential elections. The next step 
in his hypothesis is to insist that only 
a rock-hard Republican candidate—one 
who is anti-New-and-Fair-Deal, anti- 
Acheson, anti-Marshall and anti-any- 
thing-else-done-in-the-last-20-years — has 
a chance to win for his party. 

For the good of his party and of his 
country, I would cry caution to the Sen- 
ator from Ohio. My only right to cry 
anything to him is that I am, as far as 
I can tell, one of those “mythical” vot- 
ers without whose support his party 
faces the loss of one more major elec- 
tion.

I am young enough, I think, for my 
own political convictions to have resist- 
ed ossification. I am educated enough, 
I hope, to have a helpful if not pro- 
found grasp of the international prob- 
lems before us. I am honest and re- 
sentful enough to detest the corruption 
and inefficiency which plague many 
areas of current governmental perform- 
ance. And I am interested enough to 
weigh and vote because I have three 
young children who are growing up into 
a strange and restless world. 

For Senator Taft’s edification, I was 
an independent voter in 1948 who voted 
Democratic primarily in frustrated be- 
wilderment at Mr. Dewey’s uniquely 
say-nothing campaign. I had then and 
probably still have a datent distrust of 
the Old Guard’s flirtation with isola- 
tionism. But I hardly voted with a 
huzzah for all things Democratic. I 
suppose I damned President Truman 
with faint praise by my vote, though -I 
do not feel that he himself is a political 
con-man and reconditioned ward-heeler. 

Now the choice is again about to be 
made. I have watched with interest the 
well-tooled, highly skilled efforts of the 
Taft clique, led as they are by a man 
who is honest and able but singularly 
without vision, to freeze out the sup- 
posedly naive forces of Mr. Eisenhower. 

As an ex-Marine I am hardly emo- 
tionally awed by Eisenhower’s: admit- 
tedly fine war record.

“little group of arrogant men” are trying to 
defeat the majority will of the people—and to 
rob him of the nomination.

Senator Taft of Ohio comes right back. He 
replies that Gen. Eisenhower and his supporters 
are guilty of “wild charges.” He denounces 
what they say as “libel.” And he asserts that it 
is because they lack the votes in the convention 
that they resort to this “ruthlessness.”

A reading of the whole of American political 
history would not disclose a revulsion like that 
which the Taft steam roller produced in the 
final pre-convention week. 

First, 23 of the 25 Republican Governors 
joined in a telegram demanding that Taft be 

, overruled in his plan for contested delegates to 
vote on their own and other contests, To permit 
these delegates “to sit as accused, judge and 
jury” is “alien to every. American concept of 
fairness, ‘justice and equity” wired these 23 
G.O.P. Governors from the conference at Hous- 
ton. Only Gov. Fine of Pennsylvania and Gov. 
McKeldin of Maryland, who did not attend, were 
not listed as signers. 

Second, seven Republican Senators—one sixth 
of the entire G:.O.P. strength in the Senate— 
protested to Chairman Gabrielson of the Repub- 
lican National Committee against the “way in 
which the delegate issue was handled. These 
Senators, Smith and Hendrickson of New Jersey, 
Flanders of Vermont, Ives of New York, Morse 
of Oregon, Saltonstall of Massachusetts and Thye 
of Minnesota, warned that “mistakes in pro- 
cedure” can endanger “the election of a Repub- 
lican ticket in November.” 

Third, 24 Republican Congressmen complained 
against “the rule of secrecy” under which the 
delegate contests were heard. Representative 
Bakewell of St. Louis was one of those who said: 
“Our hope for Republican majorities in Congress 
as well as the presidency will be destroyed by 
such tactics.” 

The only living ex-President, Herbert Hoover, 
is so fearful of the “effect on the election” that 
he has telegraphed his worry to Chairman Gab- 
rielson. His message shows that he has been 
trying “to pour some oil on these stormy 
waters” for two weeks. When Mr. Hoover is 
moved to sound a warning the situation is des- 
perate indeed. When he repeats it the rooftops 
are already blowing away. 

- * . 

One lesson from this bitter battle is very 
plain. The Republicans are a party torn smack 
down the middle. They are rent worse than the 
Democrats and that is saying a lot. 

If the issue is “between right and wrong,” as 
Gen. Eisenhower declared on his arrival in Chi- 
cago—his second “D-day,” to quote him again, 
then how can the Eisenhower side, the Lodges 
and Duffs and Morses and Hoffmans, support 
Senator Taft in the event of his nomination? 

Conversely, if Gen. Eisenhower and his fol- 
lowers are guilty of “lies” and “libel” and “ruth- 
lessness” and have thus demonstrated their un- 
fitness for trust and responsibility, how can the 
Taft organization possibly back Gen. Eisenhower 
if he wins the nomination?

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They Do It Differently in Europe 

The inability of the St. Louis Symphony So- 
ciety to comply with a request made by the or- 
chestra’s personnel for an increase in the mini- 
mum pay has prevented, so far, the employment 
of the orchestra for next season. 

The musicians have asked for a 10 per cent in- 
crease which would make.the minimum weekly 
salary about $96. As the season lasts only 23 
weeks, each musician subject to the scale mini- 
mum is guaranteed something less than $2300 
for the year. Some of them can piece out their 
earnings with other jobs—musical and non-musi- 
cal. At best, however, the assured pay provides 
a slim and often precarious economic basis for 
a man’s existence. Certainly it is a meager re- 
ward for one who must spend years of training 
in mastering a profession that demands. both 
the skill of a craftsman and an artist’s insight. 

The Symphony Society sympathizes acutely 
with the musicians’ plight. But the directors 
cannot commit themselves to an expenditure 
that would exceed the orchestra’s budget. In lieu

Tax Settlements at. 1 Per Cent 


Senator John J, Williams’ one-man investiga- 
tion already has cast considerable doybt on the. 
way the Internal Revenue Bureau has been op- 


erated in recent years. Now he has turned to 
a bevy of big and specific cases. 

One concerns the purchase of the St. Louis 
Cardinals in 1947 by Fred M. Saigh ‘and the late 
Robert E. Hannegan. The deal included a $2,- 
500,000 fund for a new stadium which has not 
been built. And a tax expert doubts that the 
tax bureay should have exempted the fund from 
penalty taxes applied in such circumstances. The 
bureau owes a clear explanation of the case. | 

Senator Williams also. Hsts 54 tax claims 
cases which were settled for fractions of the 
amounts claimed. One case involved $1,391,000 
in back taxes, but the Justice Department ac- 
cepted a mere $10,000 in settlement. That. is 
eight tenths of 1 per cent. Another case was 
settled for 1 per cent. Other settlements ran 
up to about 50 per cent. ' 

The Delaware Senator concedes he. did not 
check the merits ‘of any of these settlements. 
This is an important reservation. The tax laws 
are complex enough to allow for wide ;disagree- 
ment as to the amount of taxes to be paid. 
Hence compromises are often necegsagy. | 

But in some caseg mentioned by Senator Wil- 
liams, the range of disagreement was utterly 
preposterous. Obviously, when a tax claim is set- 
tled for 1 per cent, either the claim itself was 
absurd or the settlement was. Few taxpayers are 
so favored. . 

Senator Williams believes all: compromise tax 
cases should be publicized fully and audited 
independently. In that way the public could 
learn whether officials were playing fayorites 
with tax laws, thus placing an extra burden on 
everybody else. 


Mr. Acheson in Rio 

Secretary Acheson could hardly have done a 
better turn for American foreign policy than to 
follow his visit to Europe with a visit to Brazil. 
This demonstrates that the Good Neighbor poli- 
cy is not forgotten. 

In recent years South Americans have seen 
billions of United States dollars and most of the 
State Department’s attention concentrated on 
Europe. Reasonably or not, many have conclud- 
ed that South America has become a forgotten 
backyard for North America, except when this 
country needs raw materials. © 

This apprehension has helped many things to 
happen which the State Department could not 
wish to have happened. There has been unusual 
difficulty in negotiating military aid programs. 
Revolutions have occurred in Bolivia and Cuba 
and dictatorships have strengthened themselves. 

Naturally the State Department has had to 
give more attention to Europe than te South 
America. In Europe lies the greatest danger to 
this hemisphere’s security. But Mr. Acheson’s 
trip to Rio de Janeiro indicates an increased 
anxiety in the State Department about develop- 
ments south of the border. 

Brazil, of course, is a wise choice for the visit. 
It is the largest nation of the South. It is a 
strong counter to the anti-United States ‘pro- 
gram of Peron’s Argentina. It was a fighting ally 
in the last war. 

But more important than the exact scene is 
thé fact of the Secretary of State’s visit to South 
America. That should make some amends to the 
sister Republics for what has seemed to them 
to be unneighborly inattention. 
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Sedans for the Proletariat 


Gen. J. Lawton Collins, Chief of Staff, is over- 
rating sedans, and under-rating economy-minded 
members of Congress, we believe, when he tells 
Army ordnance officers not to mention sedans 
when testifying before economy-minded mem- 
bers about buying cars for the Army. The word 
sounds plushy, Gen. Collins says, and there is 
nothing plushy about the cars the Army buys. 

We can call to mind when limousines were 
plushy, though at the present time if a fellow 
is riding in a limousine it may mean either that 
he is rich, or that he is dead, or that he is on 
his way to the airport. A station wagon—or 
beach wagon, as it may be called when used 


. near the beach—used to be very plushy indeed, 


in a suburban and week-end way. Now it is no 
longer confined to the station wagon and beach 
house sets. The discovery has beep made that it 
can transport one’s numerous children as readily 
as one’s numerous guests, and that it is a close 
second to a pickup truck for the hauling of light 
freight. Convertibles are plushy, now, in the 
sporty style, but not so much so that it would 
look unseemly for an Army ordnance officer to 
ride in one of them, or even an economy-minded 
member of Congress. 

As for sedans, Gen. Collins must have had 
phaetons.in mind, or something like that, when 
he said they sounded plushy: We have cast our 
recollection back to the days of the hand crank 
and the linen duster, and do not recall any time 
at which we were overawed by sedans. Sedans 
are the conveyances of the people. Tudor or 
Fordor, they are as, standard to the population 
as tufeet or forheads. Any time Gen. Collins 
wants to order a sedan for the Army, it will be 
O.K. by us. $ 
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' For a “Fair Trade” Veto 
Although only 16 Senators and 10 Representa- 
tives voted against the so-called fair-trade bill 
which has now been sent to the White House, 


we believe that President Truman should veto it. 


This bill. is a classic éxample of. pressure 
group legislation. The lobby behind it represents 
retail druggists and the manufacturers of brand- 
name merchandise’ sold nationally. The pur- 
pose of the bill is to give force to state laws 
which make it possible ‘to fix prices and to 
penalize price ‘competition on such merchandise. 

Missouri is one of the three states that do not 
have a “fair trade” law, but nevertheless Mis- 
souri consumers have an interest in a presiden- 
tial veto, If a federal law is enacted, the three

From floor to 
ceiling,.in tight rows, there are men in 
white shirts and women in cotton dresses. 
It is hot: it is stifling, sticky, moist hot, 
all the time.

The permanent placards in thickets 
above the heads of the seated delegates 
on the floor proclaim the names of the 
states; the temporary placards, hustled in 
and distributed at the right moments, 
nominate presidential or vice-presidential 
candidates.

which, moving out from the heartland of Eurasia, has threatened 


conquest. 


In a bare 30 years, the Soviets have reconstituted and enlarged 


the empire of the czars. 
conquests and territory: 


They have not yet equalled the Mongol 
To match the Mongols, they still must 


acquire Korea, Southeast Asia and the lands of the Asiatic Middle 


East, such as Turkey, Syria, Iran 


The grand strategy of all three 
empires has been focussed to- 
ward the west. They have sought 
security in the Far East to pre- 
pare for aggression of the west. 

With the elimination of Japan 
as a great power, and the com- 
munization of China, the Soviets 
had almost attained the security 
in the east demanded by their 
Strategy, and were close to a 
position to turn south toward the 
Middle East or west toward 
Europe—but it was only almost. 


Strategic Back Door. 

South Korea was the remain- 
ing point of re-entry by a western 
enemy. The Koeran war, intended 
to close this strategic back door, 
instead brought the West in and 
has -indefinitely delayed attain- 
ment of Russian security in the 
east. 

This blunder, the worst of many 
Soviet blunders since the end of 
World War II, sparked the re- 
armament and union of the West 
under the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. The Kremlin finds 
itself facing the same dilemma 
and blockade to its imperialist 
expansion that forced it in the 
1930s to adopt the dove of peace 
as its own. 

The Soviets had determined in 
1931 on an eventual struggle in 
the Far East to force the Japa- 
nese out of Manchuria and Korea. 
This move was necessary to in- 
sure their security in Europe. 
This was to be done by politics. 
Consequently, this was the period 
of the Soviet support of the 
League of Nations and alliance 
with France and the east European 
states and resumption of relations 
with the United States. The 
Soviet forces in the Far East were 
built up from 200,000 to 500,000. 
Efforts were made to create dis- 
sension between the United States 
and Japan. 

But in the meantime, the shad- 
ow of Hitler loomed larger and 
larger. The Soviets found them- 
selves in check both east and 
west. Suspicious of the West. and 
feeling themselves too weak to 
stand against an assault by Hitler, 
they chose instead, in the hope 
of gaining time, an alliance with 
Germany. 

Curious Strategic Parallels. 

There seems to have been siml- 
Jar impulsions to expansion and 
curious strategic parallels in the 
ageressions of the three great em- 
pires which have ruled in Russia. 

The tradition toward the Mon- 

gol expansion appears to have 
come from the empire of the 
Turks, or Turquois, which ex- 
tended in the sixth century from 
Lake Baikal to the Caspian sea 
and included the Mongols them- 
selves. 
‘ Genghis Khan, the founder of 
the Mongol empire, was the ruler 
of a small Mongol tribe. He spent 
20 years of unceasing warfare 
uniting the various Mongol tribes, 
until, about 1206 A.D., he felt 
strong enough to proclaim him- 
self emperor. Although his eyes 
were turned westward, he used 
another 10 years to reduce the 
North China Kin empire to impo- 
tence before he felt ready to em- 
bark on further conquests. This 
Was a security action, since he 
could not move west with a strong 
enemy at his rear. 

From 1217 onward for the next 
10 years, the conquests of the 
western states of Asia were com- 
pleted. The Karisman empire, 
which includes what. is now 
Turkistan, Persia and Northern 
India, was overrun and the Mon- 
gols got as far west as the Donetz 
basin of Russia. 

In his own lifetime, Genghis 
had armies fighting in Korea and 
Persia at the same time. To con- 
trol such vast operations he es- 
tablished a pony express with cor- 
rals across Asia at such distance 
from each other that a messenger 
could gallop all the way between 
posts. The messenger coming on 
a gallop was met by the new mes- 
senger who galloped along side 
him to take the message and 
carry it on. It was possible for 
the Khan’s urgent messages to 
move across Asia day and night 
at a rate of about 20 miles an 
hour, a service faster than that 
now provided by the Soviet Un- 
ion’s Trans-Siberian railway. . 

Terror Then As Now. 

Mongol military operations 
were characterized by the use of 
terror on an unprecedented scale. 
A besieged city was threatened 
with the execution of all its in- 
habitants if it did not surrender, 
and such executions were not un- 
common. The Mongol terror 
spread so throughout the world 
that their battles were half-won 
before they started. In China 18,- 
000,000 people were killed in 10 
years of war. 

In this respect there is a simi- 
larity with Soviet practices. The 
Soviets threaten the liquidation of 
elements in a country which they 
are trying to subvert, and they 
carrv it ovt In Italv today, for 
. ample, there is a good propor- 
tion of large business that con- 
‘tutes to Italian Communist fi- 
nances in the vain hope of kind 
treatment if the Communists 
should gain power. 

Another part of the Mongol sys- 
tem was highly developed intel- 
ligence. Ambassadors, sympathiz- 
ers, elements hostile to the re- 
gime and traders were used to 
provide information and create 
dissension ._in advance of the 
Mongol armies. In advance of 
their armies they created a na- 
tional fifth column much like the 
—s Communist parties of to- 

ay. : 

The conquest of Europe was 
resumed eight years after the 


and Afghanistan. 


death of the great Khan by his 
son Ogdai. Russia was overrun 
and the Mongol armies reached 
Liegnitz in Silesia and the shores 
of the Adriatic in Southern Eu- 
rope. The death of Ogdai stopped 
the forward movement of the 
Mongol armies. The various sons 
had to return to Central Asia to 
fight over the succession and the 
completion of the conquest of 
Europe was never resumed, Had 
it been, all Europe would have 
come under Mongol domination. 


European Russia remained un- 
der Mongol domination for more 
than 200 years. It achieved its 
unity in the fight against the 
Mongols, and, having defeated its 
oppressor, it took his place. In 
the sixteenth century, Ivan the 
Terrible struck toward Astrakan 
and advanced beyond the Urals. 
In the seventeenth century they 
took over Siberia with extraor- 
dinary rapidity to the Yenessei in 
1619, to Yakutsk in 1621, to 
Okotsk on the Pacific in 1636, and 
were only stopped on the Amur, 
the northern border of Manchuria, 
by the Chinese in 1689. In the 
nineteenth century they turned to 
the Middle East and advanced 
south to the Transcaucasus, and, 
on the other side of the Caspian, 
conquered Tashkent, Samarkand 
and Bokhara. 


Czarist expansion to the south 
was stopped by the Crimean war 
of 1877-1878, but was resumed in 
the Far East, only to be stoped 
by Japan in the Russo-Japanese 
war of 1904-1905, although Rus- 
sian penetration of Mongolia con- 
tinued. 


Constant Russian Pressure. 


The Soviets resumed the con- 
stant Russian pressure for expan- 
sion after they had consolidated 
their hold on the old czarist em- 
pire. The power vacuum left by 
the defeat of Japan and Germany 
/in World War II, and the weak- 
‘ness of Europe gave them a 
chance for expansion that Stalin 
characterized as one “‘which might 
not occur again for a hundred 
years.” 


They are still attempting to ex- 
ploit this chance. The great checks 
have been the success of the Tru- 
man Doctrine, the Marshall Plan, 
the defection of Yugoslavia, the 
United Nations resistance in Ko- 
rea and the buildup of Europe 
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under the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. : 


There is nothing in Russian his- 
tory to indicate that an accom- 
modation can be reached with 
them except through equal or 
superior force. 

It is hard to learn from history, 
but if Russian history means any- 
thing, it is that there can be no 
security and no agreement with 
the Soviets until a military power 
equal to theirs exists in the Free 
World. 


FIRST KOREA ACTION 
BY AMERICAN G.LS 
FOUGHT 2 YEARS AGO 


SEOUL, July 5 (AP)—Two 
years ago today a small, ill- 
equipped band of G.Is fired the 
first American shots—and lost 
their first battle —in the Korean 
war. 


There were fewer than 400 men 
in that first group, the vanguard 
of thousands to come. They 
rushed from Japan to face a 
vastly larger and tank-supported 
column of North Korean Reds, 
streaming south. 


The G.I.s took their first stand 
in the hills near Osan, about 30 
miles south of Seoul. They had 
rushed there from Taejon airfield 
in old busses, charcoal - burning 
taxis and other assorted vehicles. 


The Reds hit just before dawn. 
The Americans dug in and fought 
back. But it was a hopeless battle 
for B and C companies of the 
Twenty-First Infantry Regiment 
and a battery of the Fifty-Second 
Field Artillery Battalion. The Ko- 
rean Reds swarmed over and 
through the G.I.s, whose ~« out- 
moded bazooka shells bounced off 
the Communist tanks like rubber 
balls. About half the Americans 
escaped southward on “heartbreak 
highway.” 


40 OF DE GAULLE 
MEN IN ASSEMBLY 
WILL QUIT PARTY

N TWO YEARS the Unitted 

States has gambled a. billion 

dollars in guns, trucks and air- 
craft on a reformed playboy and 
French favorite, an untried king 
named Bao Dai. Hoping that His 
Majesty will not prove another 
Chiang Kai-shek, the United 
States now starts digging for its 
second billion. Why so much? 
And why to Bao Dai? 

As “head of the state” of Viet- 
nam, a would-be democracy the 
size of New Mexico made up of 


22,000,000 rice farmers and fish- 
ermen, Bao Dai , competes with 
the Communist party as the poor 
man’s only lighthouse of pres- 
tige. 

Inside his half-controlled realm 
are two states, each identically 
called Vietnam—(Southland). 

One, three-year-old Vietnam, 
is Bao Dai’s kingdom, held by 
300,000 colonial French troops, 
including his own. The other, 
seven-year-old Vietnam, is run by 
the Vietninh, a Communist popu- 
lar front apparatus aided by Red 
China and mustering an army 
of 75,000 regulars and 250,000 re- 
serves. ~ 
Flattery for the King. 

After the Japanese war, the 
Red Vietnam, flattering Bao Dai 
and exploiting his uncertainty 
between Paris and Moscow, gave 
him the title of “supreme coun- 
sellor,” but, discovering that the 
real boss of the Red Vietnam 
was the Moscow-educated rebel, 
Ho Chi Minh, Bao Dai fled to 
Hong Kong. Eventually he start- 
ed an anti-Communist Vietnam, 
first with French aid, later with 
American. 

Often called “a French pup- 
pet,” Bao Dai is steadily sweating 
away that calumny. As his Unit- 
ed States-helmeted army forms 
around him, Bao Dai, at the age 
of 39, is acquiring maturity and 
confidence. . Formerly, being a 
paper “emperor” he escaped poli- 
tics and family troubles by fish- 
ing and hunting. Today, at last, 
he has tommyguns and landing 
craft to command as well as ele- 
phant guns and speedboats. 

Though still working through a 
French military command, Bao 
Dai can already point to having 
extracted from the French more 
“independence” than the French 
promised the Communist boss Ho 
Chi Minh in their broken 1946 
agreement. 

Enlarges Vietnam. 

Taking a high political line 
early, Bao Dai demanded that the 
French fatten Vietnam, at the 
time composed -only of Tonkin 
and Annam, by the addition of 
the southern province of Cochin- 
China. The French had intended 
to keep Cochin in reserve as the 
Dutch kept back Guinea from In- 
donesia, but Bao Dai got it, 

Now he wants other things, and 
the French are ready to give 
more—more political independ- 
ence, but not more money. 

France’s aim now, sharply re- 
vised as the cost of war has gone 
up, is to unload both Vietnams 
on Bao Dai’s shoulders, The 
French want to make him custo- 
dian of their two-billion-dollar 
investment in trade and rice and 
rubber. production, and let the 
cost of his support gradually find 
its way into the United States 
Treasury.

Limited Objective. 


For France, it will be enough 
if Vietnam settles to an uneasy 
quiet like the adjacent parlia- 
mentary kingdoms of Cambodia 
and Laos, with the Veitminh 
Communists limited to _ sallies 
from the jungle. 

Whatever settlement France 
makes with the United States and 
with Bao Dai, it must be done 
with grace and dignity. Its North 
African possessions restless with 
revolt, France cannot afford any 
extorted concessions. Bao Dai, 
who has 10 years of French edu- 
cation behind him, understands 
this and gently tilts his ante. 


Two battles are going on along 
the 500-mile coastline of Viet- 
nam: an open one against Com- 
munism and an inside one for 
control of the new state. 


Vietnam has no constitution and 
no elected parliament. Bao Dai’s 
appointed cabinets are vague and 
secretive about essential points 
in their budget, despite American 
prodding. Though a French cen- 
sorship takes the edge off the 
press, dissensions break to the 
surface. Instead of being a par- 
liamentary monarchy, Bao Dai’s 
Vietnam is still a promise 
suspended in the middle of a 
war. 

Out in the fields and along the 
jungle-lined rivers. the unarmed 
people can only accept which- 
ever army moves into their vil- 
lage. In the cities the moneyed 
and educated classes hesitate 
about backing Bao Dai. Seeing 
the French eager to cut their 
losses and. pull out, they are un- 
certain whether to support Bao 
Dai openly, appease the Red 
Vietminh secretly, or try to ride 
neutrally the American wave of 
handouts.

Adolfo Ruiz Cortines, candidate 
of the middle-of-the-road Party 
of Revolutionary Institutions 
(PRI) which has dominated Mexi- 
can politics since 1923, is consid- 
ered the likely winner by a wide 
margin. President Miguel Aleman 
is forbidden by the constitution 
to succeed himself. Opposition 
parties failed in early campaign 
efforts to agree on a single coali- 
tion candidate who could more 
effectively challenge the power- 
ful PRI. 

The voters also will elect Sen- 
ators for six-year terms and Con- 
gressmen for three-year terms, 

Promises Vote to Women. 

Women may vote only in some 
state elections but Ruiz Cortines 
has promised to give them nation- 
wide suffrage if he is elected. 

The polls open at 9 a.m. and 
close at 6 p.m. The preliminary 
counting will begin at once in 
the presence of party representa- 
tives who report the results to 
their headquarters. The party 
headquarters usually have fairly 
complete, unofficial figures by 
midnight. The formal count is 
made the following Sunday in the 
state capitals. 

Since the great Mexican revo- 
lution of 1910-1920, elections in 
Mexico have grown progressively 
more calm. No major disorders 
are expected, although a few 
persons have lost their lives in 
campaign violence since June l. 

The Ministry of Defense has 
ordered army officers to main- 
tain the peace and stay out of 
politics. All Mexico’s 60,000 reg- 
ulary army troops will be on duty 
tomorrow, either on the alert in 
their barracks or patroling the 
streets. Some 3000 parachute 
troops will be stationed at the 
airport in the capital, ready to 
take’ off for any part of the 
country.

His party, whose forerunners 
(under various names) closed the 
churches, expropriated foreign oil 
properties and wrote into the 
constitution the most advanced 
labor legislation of its time, now 
opposes the leftist platform of 
nationalization of the coal and 
power industries and the banks. 
But the PRI still calls the right- 
ists “counter-revolutionaries” and 
the right still charges the PRI 
with being Communistic. 

One Military Entry. . 

Gen. Miguel Henriquez Guz- 
man, the only military man in the 
running, is the candidate for the 
Confederation of People’s Parties, 
which stands for modernization of 
industry and agriculture but is 
against extending federal power 
over the states. 

Gen. Henriquez is one of the 
richest men in Mexico. His for- 
tune, estimated at more than $50,- 
000,000, grew out of government 
road building contracts. 

The right-wing candidate is 
Efrain Gonzalez Luna, a Guadala- 
jara expert on constitutional law 
and leader of the Roman Catholic- 
supported National Action party. 
His party assails the whole line of 
revolutionary governments on the 
ground that their agrarian re- 
forms have been “a joke” and 
that there is “only misery” among 
the farmers. 

Lombardo Toledano, who calls 
himself “a Marxist without a 
party,” says he is friendly to “the 
real American people who are 
represented by the (Communist)

A High-Quality Anthology 
In a Low-Priced Paperback

NEW WORLD WRITING (The New 
American Library, 315 pgs., 50c). 


N excellent anthology of 
Arse and poetry has been 
put together by the editors 
of the New American Library 
in an exciting new departure 


in the paperback-book field. 
“New World Writing” would be 
a commendable job of editing 
and publishing if it were is- 
sued in a regular trade edition 
at $2.50. Its issuance as a 
paperback at a fifth of that 
price is a splendid demonstra- 
tion of what can be done in in- 
expensive, mass _ production 
book publishing. 

To any reader who, like my- 
self, had never read anything 
of Christopher Isherwood, Gore 
Vidal or Shelby Foote, a col- 
lection like this, chosen with 
good taste and from a strong 
editorial point of view, affords 
an opportynity to make a first 
acquaintance, enjoy it for 
itself, and decide on the basis 
of it whether to read further 
in the same author. Some of 
the fiction is short stories and 
some is excerpts from novels, 
somé has already been pub- 
lished, and some is to be pub- 
lished shortly, by ‘vell-known 
publishers. There are several 
non-fiction articles, on timely 
and important subjects, nearly 
all of them worthy of inclusion 
in any collection of modern 
essays. 

Of the fiction pieces I en- 
joyed most “Billy and the Gar- 


goyles,” by Louis Auchincloss, 
a moving: account of a board- 
ing-school boy’s revolt against 
conformity; James Turner Jack- 
son’s “The Visit,” a strange, 
half-sentimental and _ half-ter- 
rifying tale of a boy and of an 
old woman who continued, 
though grown almost blind, to 
drive her car on a yearly pil- 
grimage to the many graves of 
her relatives; Isherwood’s “The 
World in the Evening,” from 
a novel of the same name, a 
brittle, lacquered «tory of mari- 
tal infidelity, told with a hard- 
boiled detachment that is close 
to emotional breakdown; and 
Foote’s “Day of Battle,” from 
his novel “Shiloh,” a_ vivid 
fragment of experience in war. 
o* 2 *& 
HREE of the essays are of 
the very first order. Alain 
Locke’s “The Negro in 
American Literature is a schol- 
arly history of the Negro 
American’s contribution to the 
' arts of writing in the past 150 
years, his subordination of his 
art to white stereotyping and 
then to Negro crusading, and 
his eventual emergence, still 
_ taking place, as an artist deter- 
mined neither to apologize nor 
to debate, but to produce art. 
“Translation in Revival,” by 
Rolph Humphries, is a witty, 
fast-paced, gusty and learned 
discussion of what it takes to 


translate literature well from 
one language to another, and 
the desirability of its. being 
done by fresh, creative minds 
rather than dusty scholars. It 
was written by a poet who has 
done a translation of the 
Aeneid. 

“The Theme of Spiritual Iso- 
lation in Carson McCullers,” by 
Oliver Evans, is a penetrating 
and frequently beautiful flow- 
ering-out of the theme, run- 
ning through all Mrs. *McCul- 
lers’ work, but principally in 
“The Heart Is a Lonely Hunt- 
er” and “The Ballad of the Sad 
Cafe,” that there is a fatal flaw 
in the composition of love 
which leaves everyone strand- 
ed in a terrible loneliness from 
which there is no escape. 

Some of the selections in 
“New World Writing” are pret- 
ty arty. There is little if any 
merit that I can see in “Akin 
and the Small Boy,” by Tho- 
mistocles Hoetis, “The Death of 
Miss Emma K. Wood,” by Alice 
Dennis, “The Rites of Spring,” 
by Wright Morris, “The Figure 
of a Man Falling,” by Michael 
Seide, and “I Rise in Flame, 
Cried the Phoenix,” an alleged 
play about D. H. Lawrence by 
Tennessee Williams, which is so 
appallingly, embarrassingly bad 
that it can hardly have been 
included for anything but the 
names, 

The good in the collection, 
however, far outbalances the 
poor. The effect of an anthol- 
ogy as high in quality and as 
low in price as “New World 
Writing” can hardly be other 
than to improve the state of the 
public acquaintanceship with 
good writing. As the New 
American Library plans. to 
bring out a second issue before 
the end of the year, and Pocket 
Books is planning a similar 
venture for early next, the 
prognosis for that improvement 
seems favorable.

29 Pacote has already become 
one of the fabled veterans of 
the ring comparable to Mano- 
lete or Belmonte. It happens 
that he has been deteriorating 
rapidly within recent years and 
nobody knows it better than 
himself.

He could have withstood the 
clamors of the public or the 
needlings of the press critics;

so he takes another. That 
starts it. Then at the fatal 
hour as he stands near the 
cuadrilla gate waiting for the 
opening processional ht knows 
he’s drunk; and so does every- 
body else about him including 
his young rival Tano Ruiz. His 
manager and friend urges him 
to play sick; the attending doc- 
tor suggests, grimly and dis- 
dainfully, that he’s in no condi- 
tion to stand much less to 
fight. It’s too late, says Pacote.

OR a while it looks as if 
e Pacote will end his career 

in complete disgrace. He 
shirks as much as he can and 
bungles the rest. Then sudden- 
ly he is galvanized into. action 
by the sight of an old banderillo 
fleeing for his life. From that 
moment on Pacote goes into a 
series of maneuvers that makes 
his farewell afternoon the 
greatest of his career. 


Mr. Conrad’s novel offers 
little surprise. The reader 
is fairly confident that Pacote 
will redeem himself before the 
day is through but he is af- 
fected strongly by the suspense 
just the same. The narrative is 
in motion all the time because 
Pacote is” always headed to- 
ward his fate and moving closer 
with each passing moment. Yet 
it never moves so fast that it 
obscures the details. The au- 
thor is exact and vivid in not- 
ing the minutiae of the plaza de 
toros and procedures attending 
a corrida. The setting is re- 
produced with the appearance 
of complete authenticity. But it 
is not overfurnished, One never 
loses contact with Pacote and 
the terror that’s eating at his 
insides.

than most. He was a torero 
himself for a while. He ap- 
peared in 1945 with the great 
Juan Belmonte and was award-

“The Matador” 
is first of all a first rate story.

Italian Hosts 
To English 


War Captives 


THE NATIVES ARE FRIENDLY, by 
John F. Leeming. {E, P. Dutton 
Co., 222 pgs., $3.)

T has been generally believed 

that anyone taken prisoner 

during World War II suffered 
nothing less than near-starva- 
tion, close confinement con- 
ducive to mental breakdown, 
and a general kicking around. 
But now a whimsical English- 
man unfolds the astounding tale 
of how he and his fellow pris- 
oners were practically house- 
guests on great feudal estates in 
Sunny Italy. 


The author, Capt. Leeming, 
was with Air Marshal Owen 
Tudor-Boyd flying from London 
to Malta when the plane made 
a forced landing on Sicily. Be- 
fore the plane landed, Leeming 
had to violate this instincts as 
a Scot by dumping into the 
Mediterranean a million, dollars 
that had been intended as pay 
for the Malta garrison. 


A few minutes later, a vividly 
costumed band of what Leem- 
ing took to be Sicilian brigands 


descended upon him and his six» 


companions. With the utmost 
consideration and “much wav- 
ing of hands and ceaseless chat- 
tering,” the “brigands’” — who 
turned out to be peasant farm- 
ers—led their English captives 
to their huts and feasted them. 
This was in November 1940, and 
the Sicilians believed all Eng- 
lishmen were starving. When a 
naval detachment made them 
officially prisoners, the seven 
Britishers were presented with 
a basket of “cheese, chickens, 
every sort of food.” The Ital- 
ians moved their prisoners to 
Catania, then to a bungalow on 
an airdrome, then to a villa at 
ancient Sulmona. It was here 
that they were joined by four 
British generals and _ several 
colonels.

HEY were all men who had 

led active lives, all unaccus- 

tomed to confinement and, 
in particular, all individualists 
so, despite the high brass, it 
was realized that they must be 
bound by their own interior dis- 
cipline just as were more lowly 
camps. If quarrels had broken 
out, life would have “become 
unbearable.” Things went well 
with Gen. Philip Neame_ in 
charge. 


*“Neame never shirked the 
unpleasant job of ‘biting’ any- 
one, whatever his rank, whose 
behavior tended to upset the 
smooth running of the party. 


He hit out devastatingly at any-" 


thing he considered antisocial, 
while his ability to grasp a sit- 
uation almost before ‘it took 
shape enabled him to avert 
many a disagreement.” 


Leeming confesses that he 
once attempted to establish the 
old mess custom of a formal 
“Good evening, sir,” to the 
senior officer. “There was a 
moment of surprised hush,” and 
then ‘there rang out the voice 
of the gruff, veteran general, 
Adrian de Wiart: “Good God! 
Mad as a March hare!” 


It seems that the din of con- 
versation at the table was “‘stag- 


gering,” and once during a lull 
Carton’s voice boomed: “Yes, I 


always pitied deaf —— until I 
came here.” 

Sometimes the British pris- 
oners went for a picnic or a 
swim. There was trouble when 
the guards swam, too, leaving 
one British gerieral ashore to 
watch the clothes and weapons.

Jum 25 years ago this 


summer, Calvin Coolidge 

issued what was probably the 
most cryptic single sentence in 
the history of American politics, 
The date was Aug. 2, 1927, and 
the sentence: “I do not choose 
to run for President in nine- 
teen-twenty-eight.” 


Recalling the puzzlement 
which the statement caused, 
Herbert Hoover says, in the 
second volume of his memoirs, 
that he was, at the time, in 
the California redwoods, recu- 
perating from months of relief 
work in the Lower Mississippi 
flood. Within an hour 100 pub- 
lishers, editors and public offi- 
cials, who were in the grove, 
visited Mr. Hoover, then Secre- 
tary of Commerce, and “de- 
manded” that he announce his 
candidacy. 


Uncertain as to what Ver- 
monter Coolidge had meant by 
“choose,” Mr, Hoover decided 
to say nothing about his own 
plans until he had talked with 
the President. In September he 
went to the White House and, 
after engaging in pleasantries, 
saidy he would be obliged if 
the President would say whether 
the statement was absolutely 
conclusive. 
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ESIDENT COOLIDGE, to 
quote the Hoover recollec- 
tions, “made no direct re- 
ply. He certainly enjoyed the 
amazing volume of curiosity and 
the discussion that his state- 
ment had evoked and appar- 
ently did not want to end it. 
Nor did he ever do so.” Twice 
subsequently Mr. Hoover “tried 
to renew the discussion” and 
got exactly nowhere both times. 
Finally the GOP interpreted 
“choose” to mean that Mr. 
Coolidge did not want to be 
President another four years 
and lookéd elsewhere for its 
standardbearer. It wound up 
with the Great Engineer, who 
defeated Gov, Alfred E. Smith 
of New York in an acrid cam- 
paign that broke up the Solid 
South. 


Mr. Hoover expressés no 
little personal satisfaction in 
this’ volume, but a_ consider- 
able amount of bitterness, too. 
He believes, for example, that

Hoover’s alternative selections 
with the result that “the courts 
were short of judges for years.” 
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HE stock market crash of 
T i220 and the subsequent 

economic depression gets 
little space. On page 312, the 
ex-President writes: “The loss 
of the 1932 election prevented 
me from offering a program of 
practical action based upon the 
facts. Moreover, the depres- 
sion, beginning a year after my 
inauguration, required devotion 
of every energy to the imme- 
diate problem of restoration of 
economic life.” If there is any 
reference to Senator Borah's 
battle to get more appreciation 
of the need for human relief, 
this reader missed it. 


Mr. Hoover quickly and un- 
fairly dismisses Nebraska’s great 
Senator, George W. Norris, who 
was as devoted to honest public 
service as any member of Con- 
gress in the first half of the 
century. The former President 
writes: 


“Norris was, in fact, a de- 
voted Socialist; certain left- 
wing women furnished funds 
for his elections and for the 
maintenance of a publicity bu- 
reau in Washington which con- 
stantly eulogized him.” 


It will interest many persons 
to know that it was Herbert 
Hoover who recommended J. 
Edgar Hoover to the Depart- 
ment of Justice for head of the 
FBI more than 25 years ago.

FTER more than a cen- 

tury of talk about women 

and their rights, place, 
duties, psychology, driving hab- 
its, and hats, the “woman ques- 
tion” is still alive and worri- 
some. It is of particular inter- 
est in the United States, where 
there are now more women than 
men and where women have, as 
the social thinkers say, 
“achieved a greater degree of 
acceptance” than in any other 
civilized nation. 

The thirteen experts who con- 
tributed to this Cooper Union 
symposium concede that wom- 
en have come far since the days 
of Lucy Stone. Yet they also 
concur (though in varying de- 
grees) that American women 
are bedevilled by problems of 
emotional stability, marital ad- 
justment, sex behavior, educa- 
tion, economics, and how to get 
along with men and without 
them. These problems are seri- 
ous, for women and for so- 
ciety. 

The general sense of this 
volume is that many of them 
arise because the stereotype of 
Woman as Wife and Mother 
persists as our ideal, in spite of 
vast cultural changes that call 
for equally vast practical ad- 
justments. These essays offer, 
by and large, constructive and 
helpful suggestions about them. 

* -_ * 

NE exception is a piece on 
0 “Momism” which echoes the 

hysteria of the extraordi- 
nary attack on women in gen- 
eral that has been gathering 
force for the last few years, 
paced by Philip Wylie. It has 
been helped along by the com- 
plaisance of certain medical 
men who find “the American 
mother” sufficient diagnosis of 
the neurotic difficulties of 
American sons and husbands 
and by some anthropologists 
who find attack easier than 
analysis. The author here 
blames his ill-defined “Mom” 
for homosexuality, the rising 
divorce rate, and the large num- 
ber of fat men in the popula- 
tion, among other things. He 
goes so far as to exhort his 
feminine readers to examine 
their own behavior for “mom- 
ism”’—e.g., do you give extra 
dessert as a reward for good 
behavior? If so, then “you too 
are weighing down your child 
with the impoSsibility of loving 
anyone but mother.” What ar- 
rogant nonsense! 

Someone should point out to 
momists that the proper treat- 
ment for the emotionally ill 
women they hate so virulently 
is certainly not a campaign of 
terror against all the women in 
the country. 

Very much in contrast are 
Margaret Mead’s discussion of 
the dynamics of changing cul- 
tural relationships and Dr. Lena 
Levine’s examination of the 
changing role of women in mar- 
riage. Dr. Mead insists, rightly, 
that woman’s biological commit- 
ment to childbearing, with its 
social consequence of home- 
making, is the great condition- 
ing factor of her life. But she 
also points out that our cul- 
tural resources are now such 
that this commitment does not 
have to control a woman’s life, 
even though our stereotype of 
a woman’s role insists that it 
should. Dr. Mead argues for 
greater flexibility of social 
forms, especially in marriage, 
to allow more fulfillment and 
greater satisfaction for both 
men and women, 
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is the fruitful observation 

(increasingly common 
among women, but rare among 
experts) that women are now 
thinking of themselves as mem- 
bers of the human race—as in- 
dividuals instead of a biological 
class. Simple as this may ap- 
pear, its emotional and social 
consequences are sweeping. Dr. 
Levine touches on many of 
these consequences—from the 
growth of the planned parent- 
hood movement to the emo- 
tional problems of a middle- 
aged woman whose husband has 
a roving eye—and sketches a 
very interesting conclusion. She 
says, in effect, that there should 
be no double standard, emo- 
tional or social. But this does 
not mean that women must live 
by male standards, nor the 
other way about. Rather, she 
thinks, a new standard under 
which both men and women can

live more happily and usefully 
can be developed out of the 
present confusion. 

Mark Starr, director of re- 
search for the International 
Ladies Garment Workers Union, 
is not bothered by the cur- 
rently fashionable accusation 
that the working woman cheats 
society out of her essential serv- 
ices as mother, homemaker, and 
source of emotional security for 
the family. He knows that mil- 
lions of women must work to 
live and mentions two very con- 
crete causes of tension and 
worry for women who work 
outsidé the home; unequal pay 
scales and tax discrimination. 

Sex-based low pay burdens 
unfairly the millions of working 
women with dependents, Starr 
points out. And, although a 
business man can deduct such 
itgms as entertainment from his 
tax bill, the wages of house- 
keepers, maids, baby-sitters 
and nurses are never deduct- 
ible from a woman’s wages— 
not even if a family unit would 
disintegrate without their serv- 
ices. 
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R. HAROLD TAYLOR here 
[)ecrests his proposals for the 

reform of women’s educa- 
tion. He finds the focus of dis- 
content in marriage in the cole 
lege-trained woman who feels 
trapped in the deadlly routine 
of housework and child care. 
Taylor rates praise from women 
who are told too often and too 
easily that labor-saving devices 
have made their traditional 
duties as easy as advertised; 
“there is a special kind of 
numbness which sets in after 
you have talked to no one but 
two- and three-year-olds for 
two days,” he writes, “...some- 
thing which has to be experi- 
enced to be believed.” His sug- 
gestion that women’s colleges 
should offer intellectual prep- 
aration for marriage rather than 
training for a money-making 
career is idealistic, almost to 
the extreme. Nevertheless, some 
such program would probably 
avert much unhappiness, espe- 
cially. if men’s colleges were to 
adopt it, too.

HIS may or may not be the

BRITISH TRY OUT 
TURBINE DRIVEN 
KEROSENE AUTO 


OSTEND, Belgium — After 
watching the world’s first gas- 
turbine car, built by the British 
Rover Co., streak across. the 
Jabbeke motorway betweeh Os- 
tend and Ghent at 152.691 miles 
an hour, officials of the Belgian 
Royal Automobile Club _nick- 
named the grey-blue automobile 
the “Flash.” The drivers were 
27-year-old Spencer King and his 
cousin, Peter Wilks, aged 29, both 
of the Rover Co. 


Officially timed over the flying 
kilometer and mile and the stand- 
ing kilometer and mile, the car 
averaged 151.965 m.p.h. for the 
flying kilometer and, 151.196 
m.p.h. for the flying mile. The 
two-day test was not intended to 
set up or break records since no 
records for gas-turbine cars exist. 


A statement issued by the 
Rover Co. just before the trials 
said: 

“It is probable that the first 
type of car to use a gas-turbine 
engine will be in the sports car 
category, because the outstanding 
feature of the turbine engine is 
the ease with which large horse-| 
powers can be made available for 
relatively small amounts of weight 
and complication; also the torque 
multiplying effect of the separate 
power turbine gives very smooth 
and rapid acceleration for a given 
power. It must be remembered 
that this car is not a specially 
streamlined record - breaking 
model.” 


Since the car was first demon- 
strated in 1950, a much improved 
engine has been developed, in- 
corporating a heat exchanger 
which cuts fuel consumption, 
originally much too heavy, to an 
acceptable figure. An official of 
the company, commenting on the 
new version of the car recently 
said: “While the heat exchanger 
is efficient in saving fuel it has 
to be made reliable and that is 
our whole problem today.” The 
engine of the turbo-car, which 
can develop 200 brake horse- 
power, is at the back and the fuel 
tank under the hood. It can run 
on a variety of fuels, including 
kerosene, The car does not use 
a clutch, gearbox, carburetor or 
ignition system,

Why Miss Fun of 
Hot-Weather Sport?

HEN days are hot and humid our thoughts turn to the 
WV cutdoors—sviraming and other water sports as a pleasant 
»" " escape from hot weather. Becoming a capable and con- 
fident swimmer will greatly enhance one’s pleasure in such 
sports as boating, canoeing and fishing, where an accidental 
spill can well be fatal to a non-swimmer. 

Years spent as a life guard, swimming instructor and coach 
have proved to me that any normal person can learn to swim 
if he is willing to make the necessary effort, under proper 
guidance. 

In my opinion, no one is too old to learn. If you never 
had the opportunity as a child to learn to swim—why not now 
tmiake an honest effort? There is no more healthful exercise 

‘or pleasant way to enjoy a hot summer day. 

In this article I will try to explain the basic principles used 
in the crawl stroke. Why the crawl? Well, all swimming can 
be fun—using any of the standard: swimming strokes, 
namely, side stroke, breast stroke, crawl stroke and their 
modifications. But the crawl stroke, when properly done, is 
the ultimate in grace and speedy swimming.

Most of us start out with an instinctive fear of 
water. A non-swimmer shows this by sudden rigidity 

and tensing of muscles when taken shoulder deep and 

told to submerge the face into the water. me 

j want to blast a false precept of some old-timers 

who say, “Take him out in a boat and throw him over- 

board, he will learn to swim by the time he gets 

to shore.” He will not. He will get the scare of his 

life.

@ HERE’S HOW you can overcome your fear of water. Go 
in about shoulder deep, splash the water over your shoulders 
as you jump up and down. It will not be long before you are 
enjoying the cool, clinging yield of the water. Now, open 
your mouth wide and take a deep breath, then close your 


mouth and put your face or even your entire head into the 
water. Expel your breath through the nose, bearing in mind 
that water cannot enter your nose while air is coming out. 
While swimming you do all your breathing this way—in 
through your mouth and out through your nose. 

Do you know you can see under water? Try opening your 
eyes the next time you put your head under. It will seem like 
looking through green-blue glass. Don’t mind the slight irri- 
tation to your eyes. If the water‘is clear it will pass away in 
@ moment or two. Learn to keep your eyes open when in 
swimming; it will help to eliminate your fear of water.

I have always contended that it is almost impos- 
sible for the average woman to drown if she controls 
her instinctive desire to climb on top of the water. 
Her natural buoyance will keep her nose and mouth 
above water if she turns on her back, stretches her 
arms straight out from the shoulders at sides and ele- 
vates her chin so that the back of her head rests on 
the water. The farther back the head rests, the higher _ 
her feet will rise.

@ SOME MEN find floating more difficult. But even the 
heaviest man can float if he will turn on the back, raising 
the chin and stretching out the arms to keep balanced, assisted 
by a slight upward and downward movement of the arms and 
legs.

poured gasoline on the flames. 


When Elizabeth Virginia (Bess) 
Truman made up her mind 
months ago that President Tru- 
man should not stand for. re- 
election in this year of grace, she 
made one of the historic decisions 
of 1952. 


But because Bess 
through the years ha’ steadfast- 
ly refused to play any public 
part in politics, the public is 
prone to overlook the fact that 
the President's acquiesence to his 
wife’s quiet resolve has had a 
profound effect on both major 
political parties in this election 
year. 


While the Republicans and 
Democrats slug it out in Chicago 
this month under conditions at 
least partially imposed by Bess 
Truman, the First Lady, forgotten 
in the political melees, will be 
serene in her confidence that in 
a matter of months, she and her 
husband will once again be per- 
manent residents of Independ- 
ence, Mo. 

Mrs. Truman, like Greta Garbo, 
is already something of a legend 
in Washington and throughout 
the nation, and for much fhe 
same reason: her distaste for the 
limelight and personal publicity. 
The legend is not likely to dimin- 
ish, now that she is credited with 
removing her husband from the 
presidential sweepstakes. 

Despite this rather conclusive 
evidence of her strength and 
character, it is probable that a 
large section of the public will 
continue to think of Bess Tru- 
man as a colorless hausefrau, 
without opinions of her own or 
political acumen. 


Nothing could be farther from 
the truth. As both her adoring 
husband and her idolizing daugh- 
ter have said repeatedly, Mrs. 
Truman is the rock, the sturdy 
foundation, upon which the Tru- 
man family is built. 


Not for nothing has the Presi- 
dent lovingly referred to his wife 
as “the boss” throughout their 
33 years of marriage. When he 
was a senator, Mr. Truman truly 
said of her “she is my chief ad- 
viser. I never make any decisions 
unless she is in on them.” He has 
said it repeatedly and in almost 
the same terms during his presi- 
dency. . 

Part of the Bess Truman leg- 
end, and the part most often re- 
peated, is that she disliked Wash- 
ington and everything connected 
with it, official and unofficial. 
This is not true, her family in- 
sists.

And still, 
when I’m working at the typewriter at night or the sun wakens 
me at 5 o’clock in the morning, I'll miss Ginnie and find her 
carrying sprinkling cans to her shrubs and flower gardens. 
Their survival is in doubt, yet she can’t resist trying. Mean- 
while, we lay our plans. The shrubs can be replaced if they 
dit, though they’ve been five years growing, and we’ll hate 
to lose them. The vegetable garden we'll plow up and, if the 
rains don’t come too late, plant to autumn crops of beans, 
turnips, spinach and a few others. 
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Out in the fields there are also possibilities, 
- though they depend on rain. If it comes in time, 
we'll work round the clock to prepare the ground and 
seed quick-growing Sudan grass for pasture. Soy- 
beans, cowpeas and cane or millet can be plamted for 
late hay. We'll try to sow Balbo rye in August for 
winter pasture, and wheat which will be grazed in 
early spring. This will cut the pressure on our slim 
stock of hay in the barns. The yearling steers, which, 
in ordinary years, grow fat on summier grass will be 
given supplementary grain feeding. These emergency 
measures will be carried out as a matter of course— 
or a matter of survival. They’ll double the work and 
the operating cost, but these are things the farmer 
must take in his stride if he is to stay on the land. 
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@ AN INTERESTING CONTRAST to this picture of “quiet 
desperation” comes in a letter from our life-long friend, Dr. 
Jerome Cook, who with Mrs. Cook spent a short day with us 
recently: “A particularly vivid picture persists of the scene 
upon entering through the pasture gate and seeing the bull 
and his placid cows peaceful and ruminating, undisturbed by 
our approach and without a care in the world. I've been 
thinking that Nature -has done homo sapiens, and incidentally 
the genus bos bovis, a sad trick by depriving our anatomical 
structure of a rumen. No mid-day nap, post-prandial brandy 
or afternoon tea can compensate for that hour of calm, re- 
laxed cud-chewing. And how our vegetarian friends would 
revel in this addition to their digestive apparatus, all neat 
and tidy for their herbivorous proclivities. 
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“I have great sympathy for that little group of 
‘queer’ people, first awakened by my friend, G. B. 
Shaw, a fine example of how homo sapiens, although 
handicapped by lack of a rumen, may still lead an 
energetic, useful and long ‘vegetarian’ life. But the 
calm and urbanity of that pasture scene were no part 
of him—and that because he lacked the rumen. But 
don’t take this all too much to heart. I know you 
graze cattle for the market and that the acquisition 
of rumen by man, or the conversion of any consider- 
able part of the population of our part of the globe, 
to a vegetarian philosophy is highly unlikely. So, 
long live Possum Trot and scientific grazing and soil 
conservation and a’ that.” 
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@ THERE’S LITTLE DOUBT that the philosophical cud- 
chewing, which would accompany the possession of a whole 
series of stomachs, would make life easier at times like these. 
But since we have only one, we'll take what comfort we can 
from spendjng an hour now and then observing old Rufus 
and his harem. Trtie it is that their lives are calm and placid, 
for at least as long as they have a herdsman to fend for them. 
They have their hours for grazing and their hours for lying 
in the shade and chewing the cud. If they consider the matter 
at all, which I doubt, they know we will seed the pastures 
with palatable grasses and fertilize them well so that the 
plants will be packed with nutrients. They will accept the 
hay in the barns, which provides their winter food, and worry 
not at all as we scratch our heads and work our hands to the 
bone to see that they are not under-nourished. 

Four calves. have arrived this past week, though it’s a 
sorry time for a youngster to come into the world. Even 
though the mothers find enough in the dry forage to stay 
fat, the milk supply is bound to be short, and as soon as these 


| T is interesting that in a hill country such as ours, the mem- 
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youngsters are big enough we will give them some supple- 
mentary feeding in a “creep” which the cows cannot enter. 
Calves arriving at this season must be watched carefully for 
“minor infections and cuts where blow-flies can lay their eggs, 
though this danger is vastly reduced by the use of insecticide 
Sprays. When the cattle are treated at regular intervals, there 
are few flies to be seen about the herd, even though we 
watch the calves every day. Soon these babies will be brought 
in for de-horning and vaccination against blackleg, after 
which they'll need little attention for the next six months. 
'. Thus it can be seen that, drouth or no drquth, the work 
of the farm goes forward. Plans change to meet emergencies, 
so far as day-to-day tasks are concerned, but the over- 
all program stays the same. - This is, as always, to build 
better soil, to: grow better plants, to feed more and better 
animals. :

And Why Not?—Jim Beard Is Author of Five Books on Art of Cookery

Author of five cook cooks, for- 
mer associate editor of Gourmet, 
consultant to two beverage con- 
cerns, food columnist for Argosy 
magazine and editor of the Jour- 
nal of the Societe des Gentils- 
hommes Chefs de Cuisine, Jim 
Beard has a national reputation 
as an authority on wines and 
food. : 

Ensconsced in an easy chair in 
the attractive living room of his 
small flat in a remodeled brown- 
stone front on West Twelfth 
street, Beard, a jovial bachelor, 
explained that he is now relaxing 
somewhat after the strenuous job 
of preparing his fifth and latest 
book. Published last month and 
titled “Paris Cuisine,” the book 
represents nine months of work 
and presents more than 200 reci- 
pes from 60 outstanding contem- 
porary Parisian chefs. 

Written in collaboration with 
Alexander Watt, a Scot who has 
gained a reputation in Paris as an 
epicure and art connoisseur, 
“Paris Cuisine” is not only a 
spectacular book of cooking in 
the great French tradition but a 
guide book to the outstanding 
Parisian restaurants, even giving 
the addresses and telephone num- 


bers in addition to the “special- | 


ites de la maison.” 

“It was a tough job getting 
some of those Parisian chefs to 
give up their long-cherished se- 
cret recipes,” Beard laughs, “but 
the nine months I spent in Paris 
working on the book were won- 
derful for me. I not only got to 
know the most famous chefs but 
I also got some additional prac- 
tical experience in cooking in the 
French manner. I had my own 
apartment in Paris, did my own 
shopping in the French markets 
and did a lot of my own cook- 
ing.” 
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EARD dates his interest in 
food and cooking back to his 
early boyhood in Portland, 
Ore., when he spent many happy 
hours in the kitchen visiting with 
his childhood friend, a Chinese 
cook who had been with his fam- 
ily for years. As Beard grew up 
this interest in cooking stayed 
with him. After attending Reed 
College in Portland, the Univer- 
sity of Washington and Carnegie 
Tech, he chose to make a living 
in the theater and gained a con- 
siderable reputation both here 
and in England as a Shakespear- 
ean actor. He also gained a repu- 
tation as a cook with his after- 
theater suppers. After some years 
in the theater and teaching dra- 
matic arts, Beard went into radio 
and with the advent of television 
starred for a year as the chef on 
the first TV food program. 
By 1938, Beard’s interest in 
food had begun netting him a 
handsome payoff. His articles on 
food were appearing. in national 
magazines and his first book 
“Hors d’Oeuvres and Canapes” 
waseamong the best selling cook- 
books. So with a friend, he 
opened the first shop of its kind 
in New York, a shop designed to 
cater exclusively to private cock- 
tail parties and buffets. Business 
was booming until the war put an 
end to the import of the hundreds 
of delicacies the shop featured 
from all over the world. 
Finishing up his second book,

“Cook It Outdoors” (published by 
M. Barrows & Co.), now in its 
tenth printing, Beard volunteered 
for the United Seamen’s Service 
which, during the war, furnished 
recreational facilities for our 
merchant marine in 200 clubs all 
over the world. Before hostilities 
ended, he had seen service in the 
Caribbean, in South America, 
Panama and North Africa. 


“It was a fabulous experience,” 
Beard says. “As manager of 
various United Seamen’s Service 
clubs it was necessary for me to 
work with the: native cooks of 
the varioug countries. I learned 
a lot from them. In fact before 
the war was over I had learned 
to market and cook in six dif- 
ferent languages.” 


Back home after the _ war, 
Beard became consultant to two 
beverage concerns, acted as asso- 
ciate editor of Gourmet Magazine 
for a year, wrote his third cook 
book, “Fowl and Game Cookery” 
and then settled downto prepar- 
ing a fourth volume on cookery, 
the elaborate and expensive 
“Fireside Cook Book,” which was 
published in 1949 by Simon and 
Schuster. The. book finished, 
Beard, along with 11 other Amer- 
ican authorities on wine and 
food, set out to tour the vine- 
yards of France as guests of

Hazards to Be Faced by Space Ship Crews

Eleventh Article of a Series. 
E have considered some of 
W the hazards to a space ship 
from any nuclear powered 
engine. There are also hazards to 
be faced by thé crew. 

Scientists will try to counter 
this peril by the use of hydroge- 
nous shielding materials that will 
absorb deadly radiations before 
they reach the personnel. 

Facing this problem, it is highly 
likely that the nuclear powered 
rocket ships of the future will be 
built as long thin structures — 


cigar shaped. This shape permits 


the weight of the shielding mate- 
rial to be held to a minimum. In 
fact, it may well be the size of 


the shielding which will impose a - 
. minimum weight on the rocket, 


and this minimum weight will be 


large, for the shielding must be 
extremely heavy. 
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IT HAS been estimated that the 
solid reactors, that is, those mak- 
ing use of fast neutrons, will run 
up to 50 tons in weight. This is 
only for the motor that will keep 
the rocket ship moving. Add to

NEVER LET any burn go un- 
tended. Only a physician can han- 
dle severe cases. For lesser 
burns, apply one of the prepared 
unguents sold by drugstores. Or 
when none is available, make a 
soft paste of ordinary baking 
soda and water to apply over af- 
fected areas. If the burned area 
is slightly swollen, cover it with 
sterile gauze saturated in cold, 
white mineral oil. And stay out 
of the sun until the skin fades 
to normal color and sensitivity. 

But you’ll avoid such troubles 
if you just keep in mind the fact 
that between 10 in the morning 
and three in the afternoon, the 
sun’s ultra-violet rays are at 
their hottest, Even when it’s cool 
or hazy, you, are subject to these 
rays and doubly their target when 
near water which reflects their 
intensity. 

Fair skins fry quicker than 
dark ones, but no skin should be 
exposed more than fifteen min- 
utes on the first day out under 
the sun. After that, you can 
gradually lengthen your exposure 
time by as much as fifteen min- 
utes each day up to three or 
four hours. 

But even those precautions 
won’t guarantee an attractive tan 
unless you safeguard your skin 
with an effective sunburn pre-

William L. Noah, Retiring as US. Postal Inspector 
This Month, Looks Back on Career Filled With Eventful 


Happenings-—-Helped Solve Several Train Robberies.

HEN William L. Noah talks 
W avout “The Great Train Rob- 

bery,” chances are he isn’t 
referring to that first flickering 
motion picture epic of long ago. 
He’s more likely to be recalling 
one of his own experiences, epi- 
sodes which not only sound like 
fiction thrillers but also have been 
used as the basis for blood, thun- 
der and gunfire dramas. 

Moreover, Noah’s great train 
robbery story isn’t limited to one 
account; it might be any of many 
-in his 36 years of cracking crimes 
for the United States Post Office 
Department, a career which he 
will leave on July 31 when he re- 
tires as inspector of the St. Louis 
division. = 

Almost 70 years old and looking 
much younger, Noah, quiet, genial, 
and with the look of an average 
business man in appearance, does 
not impress you at first glance as 
a crime buster who has trapped 
gangsters, hidden in ambush along- 
side train tracks at dawn, spied 
on theft plotters in hotel lobbies, 
and dodged bullets of desperadoes. 
When he begins to spin his stor- 
ies, however, about the Egan 
gang, about such characters as 
“Quail Hunter’ Kennedy and 
“The Missouri Mule.” you are 
struck with the enjoyment he 
gets, even in retrospect, in prov- 
ing that lawbreaking is a coward’s 
game. 

Noah began his postal inspector 
career quietly, considering its 
later excitement. Born at Eolia, 
Mo., on “July 16, 18 and 82,” as 
he puts it, he graduated from 
Pike College in Bowling Green, 
taught school for two years, and 
then was persuaded by friends in 
government service to take an 
examination for substitute railway 
postal clerk. On Aug. 1, “19 and 
4,” he was appointed to a job 
on the Meteor between Kansas 
City and Oklahoma City, and the 
Santa Fe between Newton, Kan., 
and Ft. Worth, Tex. The next year 
he received a regular appoint- 
ment, and on May 4, ‘19 and 16,” 
became a post office inspector 
assigned to St. Louis. 

After training here, he was 
“domiciled” at Sedalia and given 
a territory there. His new job 
had little high drama, although 
he managed to unearth some 
shortages in  postmasters’ ac- 
counts and participated in investi- 
gations of minor burglaries. 
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HEN came the $3,000,000 rob- 
bery at Council Bluffs, Ia. 
“It happened on Nov. 13, 
1920,” Noah says, “when a cou- 
ple of punks climbed aboard a 
train leaving Council Bluffs for 
Chicago. With the butts of their 
guns they broke open the glass in 
the door of a car containing regis- 
tered mhil, lifted the latch, and 
threw out 11 pouches of mail in- 
cluding one shipment of $500,000 
in Liberty Bonds, $50,000 in 
cash, and other securities amount- 
ing to $3,000,000. We were suc- 
cessful in apprehending them 
within one week. 

“Our success was due to a 
combination of events. The first 
tip we got came through an 
anonymous phone call from a 
woman. She told us we could get 
some information from a man 
named Hugh Reed, who lived at 
the Terence Daly residence. We 
found Reed and after much ques- 
tioning, he told us he could show 
us the car that was used in mak- 
ing the getaway. We followed him 
to a house where a woman told 
us she’d just rented her garage 
but that she didn’t know any- 
thing about the man who had 
rented it. pte 

“Reed told us we'd find a pit 
under the car and that some of 
the money might still be there. 
We found the car and the pit but 
it was empty. As we walked out, 
I said, ‘Reed, you know all about 
this. Who did it?’ He said, “That 
was the car and Keith Collins 
drove it.’” 

From further questioning, the 
investigators learned that Collins 
had three confederates, Merl and 
Orville Phillips, and Fred Paf- 
fenberger, that they’d split the 
pouches unopened, and that Reed 
had agreed to hide the Paffen- 
berger cut. “He told us it was 
buried in the Terence Daly chick- 
en yard,” Noah recalls. “At 3 a.m, 
we were out in the chicken yard, 
digging. But the money was gone. 
Reed said, ‘Get Daly.’ We went in 
the house, woke up Daly, and 
Daly got his wife out of bed. 
‘Mary,’ he said, ‘they’ve come aft-

er the money.’ Mary showed us a 
three-gallon lard jar and said, 
‘There it is.’ 

“I looked in and didn’t see any- 
thing but fresh lard. ‘Knock the 
bottom out of it,’ she said. We 
did, and there was $10,000. We 
found more of the money under 
the hay in a manger buried in a 
tobacco can. Then we climbed a 
fence into a field and found some 
buried in a mason jar. We found 
money eyerywhere.” 

While they had started on the 
trail of part of the haul, the sec- 
retary of a chief special agent for 
one of the railroads had gone to 
the agent and said, “I’m engaged 
to be married to a man named 
Keith Collins, who’s a locomotive 
engineer. A couple of days ago, 
he gave me $200 in $20 bills and 
showed me a lot more money. He 
said he’d sold a patent to the 
government but I’m suspicious.” 

Through the railroad employing 
him, the investigators learned 
where Collins lived; it was a block 
away from the garage housing the 
car they’d seen. They went to 
Collins’s home and talked to his 
mother, who hinted broadly, “If I 
had the duty of searching this 
house for money, I’d do my best.” 
But the search was futile. 

Another locomotive engineer re- 
ported that Collins had hitched a 
ride with him to Columbus, Nebr., 
where his sister lived. They found 
the sister and she said he’d been 
there but had gone to his broth- 
er’s in Cedar Rapids. 

“We hired a car, quite unusual 
in those days of bad roads,”” Noah 
recalls, “and drove 100 miles. I 
remember thinking it was quite a 
drive. When we got there, we 
found the Collins family had left 
town.” 

Noah went back to Omaha, dis- 
couraged and at a dead end, only 
to be met with the news that the 
wife of Collins’s brother had been 
located, at her family’s home. She 
had had a nervous breakdown and 
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“WHICH ONE OF YOU KIDS IS BABY SITTING HERE?” 
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wanted to talk to the investiga- 
tor. Through a snowstorm, Noah 
traveled across Nebraska again to 
see her. She told him that her 
husband and his brother, Keith, 
had gone to Westville, Okla. 

“We went to Westville and on 
a Sunday morning, surrounded a 
cabin in the mountains and cap- 
tured Collins,” Noah continued. 
“When we started back, news of 
the capture preceded us and there 
were 5000 people waiting at the 
station in Omaha to see the no- 
torious train robber. We man- 
aged to elude them and went on 
to Council Bluffs. There Collins 
took us to his mother’s home. He 
went to the stairs, walked up 13 
steps, lifted a board, and pulled 
out a baking powder can with 
$24,000. He’d hidden it there and 
then repainted the treads. When 
Mrs. Collins hinted that the 
money was in the house, I’d been 
standing right under those stairs.” 
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LL the participants in this rob- 

bery were jailed, but not all 

train robbers survived to meet 
their just desserts in those tem- 
pestuous days. There was the 
Stick-up at Jefferson City on 
March 1, 1921, when John Blair, 
known as “The Missouri Mule,” 
and three other men held 
up a postal messenger on the 
way from the train one moon- 
lit night, drove to the shadow 
of the State House where they 
opened the mail pouches, and then 
to a farmer’s field where they 
left the messenger tied to a tree. 
Three of.the four were killed, two 
by gangaters and one by the po- 
lice, before their trial ever came 


up. 

Another famous train robber 
who died with his loot on was 
Jack “Quail Hunter” Kennedy, 
who was killed on his nineteenth 
job, trying to rob the Frisco 805 
between Seventysix and Witten- 
berg, Mo. 

“Quail Hunter,” incidentally, 
derived his name from an inci- 
dent which happened one icy 
night when he was out on horse- 
back, armed with several guns 
and masks, His horse slipped and 
fell and he was hurt. When police 
came to investigate, he explained 
solemnly that he was just out 
hunting quail. 

Kennedy was especially adept 
in his chosen profession in that 
he was a former railroad employe 
and knew his way around trains. 
His favorite trick was to uncouple 
the engine, and it was this device 
that he was planning to use, the 

rs learned at Witten- 
berg. The robbery was planned 


far in advance and for several 


weeks, Noah trailed cma and 
crew around Missouri. 
“They had information—which 


putting 
I sat in a hotel lobby in Memphis 
and listened to them plan where 


— 
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lowed them to Wittenberg, and 
stayed under cover. At 2 a.m. 
when the train was due, we were 
waiting at a bend where we knew 
they’d have to get off. We could 
see four miles down the track 
but from the headlights we 
couldn’t tell whether the entire 
train or just the engine was com- 
ing our way. The night operator 
flagged the train and it answered 
the call. But I’d been around rail- 
roads a lot and as it got closer, 
I could tell it was running light, 
and I said, ‘Oh-oh, they’ve got it.’ 


“The engine went by our signal 
and a young fellow jumped off 
with a gunny sack over his shoul- 
der. We called to him to halt but 
he didn’t and we had to shoot. 
Then he yelled, ‘Turn her loose,’ 
and Kennedy turned the engine 
loose. It ran 19 miles with no- 
body on it until it ran out of 
steam. 

“Meanwhile, Kennedy had 
jumped from the engine. He 
didn’t halt either. We had a little 
trouble—and two coroners’ in- 
quests.” 


Another $3,000,000 robbery 
which Noah helped solve was the 
Egan gang’s brazen hold-up of a 
mail truck at Fourth and Locust 
streets, April 2, 1924. This case 
was broken when some of the 
stolen securities turned up in a 
local broker’s office and the rest 
of the securities were found at 
“Whitey” Doering’s home in Rich- 
mond Heights. Noah worked with 
the late Capt. Martin Cliffe, then 
a young man on the police force, 
and with Robert H. Kaiser, chief 
of detectives, on this case. Doer- 
ing was killed while the trial was 
going on but 15 of the gang were 
convicted, some of them in con- 
nection with another rdbbery at 
Staunton, Ill. Among them were 
“Dinty” Colbeck, “Chippy” Rob- 
inson, Steve Ryan, “Red” Smith, 
and Oliver Dougherty. 

While in Springfield, Ill., await-

ing the trial of the Staunton case, 
Noah got to talking to one of the 
gang members—‘a nice fellow 
who wouldn’t tell an off-color 
story, use bad language, or take a 
drink.” 

“In the course of our conversa- 
tion,” says Noah, “he said, ‘I sup- 
pose you heard we were going to 
kill you?’ I said yes, I had. ‘Let 
me ask you this,’ he said. ‘What 
good would it do us to kill you? 
You’re only doing your duty. 
You’ve got a job to do and as 
long as you play fair with us— 
and you have—we have no reason 
to get rid of you. It would just 
get us in more trouble.’” 
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ANY of Noah’s cases, have 

been dramatized on radio 

crime shows but, he com- 
plains, “They never do them 
right. If they’d stick to facts in- 
stead of fictionalizing, they'd 
have a better story.” 


Of recent years, large scale 
mail robberies have been few, 
and Noah is happy that the much- 
feared post-World War II crime 
wave never materialized, except 
for “petty stuff, gambling, and 
fixing.” 

“Our biggest complaint now,” 
he says, “is something that used 
to be comparatively rare, the theft 
and forging of checks.” 

In addition to his dramatic ex- 
periences, Noah has worked on 
fraud cases, tracked down writers 
of extortion and crank letters, and 
received some such letters him- 
self, like the ones written him 
every day for three years by a 
woman who wanted him to col- 
lect $50,000,000 which she said the 
Government owed Ifer. 

Noah, who has been inspector 
in charge of the St. Louis division 
since 1933, is looking forward to 
his retirement, and only hopes his 
office doesn’t make too much to- 
do over it. He’s been offered sev- 
eral jobs but has turned them 
down, feeling that 50 years of 
work is enough for anyone. The 
Noahs, who have two children, Dr. 
Joseph W. Noah and Mrs. Max 
Starkloff, plan on traveling South 
in the winter and working around 
their home at 140 Cottage avenue, 
Webster Groves, in the summer. 
Sometimes, Noah expects, he'll 
probably reminisce a bit over his 
career and tell some of his favor- 
ite stories. This is one on the 
lighter side: 

“Some years ago a business man 
came to me and said he was being 
annoyed by a woman who wrote 
him constantly and called his 
house 50 times a day. When his 
wife answered, the woman would 
hang up. I looked the letters 
over, saw that there were some 
technical violations but not enough 
to prosecute. However, we don’t 
like the mails used in that way. 

“IT called the woman in, fine 
looking young woman, and showed 
her the letters, ‘Did you write 
these?’ I asked. She lo@ked at 
them in amazement. ‘Did he give 
you those?’ she said. Then she 
got quite upset and told me she’d 
been having an affair with the 
man for two years and that she 
was in love with him. ‘But if he’s 
that kind of a man,’ she said, ‘I 
don’t want to have anythirfg to 
do with him.’ 

“She sat there a while, thinking 
it over, and finally sighed and 
said, ‘I guess I’ll just have to give 
him up. Oh well,’ she added, ‘it'll 
give me more time for my garden 
and club work.’”

IKE the clients he aims to 
please, a society band leader 
has to steer clear of the riff-

Meyer: Davis, who for 30 years 
has been society’s top orchestra 
leader. Purely good business. 

Davis has flourished in the 
band business without making a 
radio or television appearance or 
more than a handful of records. 
Among top-flight bands, this is as 
rare as an agent who works for 
free. 

“So many wealthy people like 
to feel they’re buying an ex- 
clusive product,” says Davis, who 
favors speaking in the third per- 
son. “I can’t let Meyer Davis be 
available to the rank and file. 
Not everybody can get Meyer 
Davis’s music simply by paying 
75 cents for a record.” 

The strategy has worked. For 
the last 30 years, Davis has played 
at most of the top debuts, wed- 
dings and balls in the East. Rocke- 
fellers, Astors, Du Ponts, Vander- 
bilts, Fords and many others high 
up in the Blue Book have danced 
to his music. He has been a 
perennial at the Philadelphia and 
Washington assemblies, the Bal- 
timore cotillion, the junior as- 
sembly in New York, the Rich- 
mond Germans and the Maryland 
Hunt ball.

This season, says Davis, a 
man in his “early fifties,” who 
wears glasses and has a high 
forehead reaching the back of 
his neck, Davis orchestras will 
perform at 28 of the 30 most 
important social events at New- 
port. Three Davis bands will 
play aboard the- new liner 
United States. On almost any 
Saturday night, 25 or 30 Davis 
aggregations are supplying 
dance music in New York, 
Washington, Philadelphia, Bal- 
timore and other points along 
the eastern seaboard.

Basement 


Dampness 
By y Dorothy Brainerd 


OMEMAKING, like every 
H otter vocation, -has its share 

of headaches—one of which 
is the annual problem of base-| 
ment dampness. We are not 
speaking of the serious questions 
of leakage or seepage, but of the 
condensation of warm, humid air 
on cold walls which can occur 
even in’ water-tight cellars. 

Good ventilation is important 
in coping with this situation. On 
hot, dry days leave your base- 
ment windows open so that the 
dampness may dry by evapora- 
tion. If you do not have cross- 
ventilation place electric fans in 
strategic spots to step up circu- 
lation. On cool, damp days the’ 
windows and doors should be 


closed. It is a good idea to cover} 


cold water pipes with insulating 
material so that they will not 
drip from condensation and keep 
the floor wet. 

There are several products on 
the market to combat the harmful 
dampness that leads to mildew, 
rust and mustiness. The least ex- 
pensive is calcium chloride, that 
thirsty chemical that absorbs 
moisture from the air. Mesh con- 
tainers designed to expose the 
maximum amount of the chemical 
_may be bought, or screening 
cones can be made easily at home. 
These holders must be. placed 
over some sort of receptacle, 
since calcium chloride liquefies 
during the water-absorbent proc- 
ess. 

: e £=.4 

CALCIUM is the base of sev- 
eral packaged products which are 
more convenient to use, but also 
more expensive. One manufactur- 
er combines the chloride with a 
binder and a deodorizer to com- 
bat the musty odor and packs the 
mixture in°a metal can. As soon 
as the top is removed the chem- 
icals go to work, the moisture 
dripping into a self-contained 
reservoir at the bottom of the 
can. This is intended for one- 
time use. 

Another product, which is 
claimed to be‘ reusable, consists 
of a blend of calcium chloride 
and an inert ingredient and is 
packed in a bag which can be 
' dried out in a hot oven or in the 
sun. 

Wise investments for home 
owners are the electric dehumidi- 
fiers which are simply plugged 
into an electrical outlet. Mois- 
ture collects in a pan which must 
be emptied periodically, or a 
hose may be attached so that the 
= automatically drains it- 
self. 

There are three warnings which 
should be observed in using any 
of these methods for absorbing 
excess moisture. Keep the base-

THERE IS A NOTE of despera- 
tion in the letter from Mrs. I, S.: 
“Please, can you or any of your 
readers tell me what to do for 
those insects that start in flour?” 
she asks. “I don’t know the cor- 
rect name for them but I do know 
that while they like flour the 
best they also get into everything 
in the pantry. I have cleaned out 
and thrown away food by the bags- 
ful, but I still have them. They 
even got into a basket of nuts in 
the shells. I can’t continue to 
waste food like this, so what can 
I do?” 

Grain and flour beetles are the 

pests which usually attack flour, 
while the Indian meal moth in- 
fests cracked nuts, dried fruits 
and other packaged foods. You 
may have either one or both. 
I would suggest that you take 
everything out of the pantry, 
wash the floors, walls and shelves 
thoroughly, then air well before 
replacing «any food. You say you 
have thrown away food by the 
“bagful.” It would be wise not 
to store anything in bags; use 
tightly covered cans or other air- 
tight containers. Bins or cans 
which have been used to store 
any infested foods should be 
washed, rinsed, and either placed 
in a slow oven or in,the bright 
sunshine before you use them 
again. 

Finally, here is a warning 
which may save other women 
from a similar annoying experi- 
ence. It is important that every 
homemaker wash and air her 
flour bin several times during the 
summer months.

They are masses of spongy 
lymphoid tissue at each side of 
the base of the tongue, back of 
the opening of the mouth into 
the throat. Similar lymph tissues 
between this opening and the 
opening into the nose at the top 
of the throat are called adenoids. 
Lymphoid tissue is scattered all 
over the body. You see it swollen, 
for instance, at the back of the 
neck in measles. 

The whole story of just what 
this tissue does is,not yet known. 
It probably acts as a filter—a 
first line of defense—stopping 
germs from entering the blood 
stream. While the germs are in 
the tonsils and other lymph 
tissue, gamma globulin is manu- 


st| factured. Gamma globulin is a 
=| natural blood protein protecting 
t2%:| against various diseases.

Repeated attacks of tonsil in- 
fection, called tonsillitis, is a 
good reason for removing tonsils. 
This is particularly true in the 

presence of chronic earache or 
ichendion ears. 

Most doctors now agree that 
tonsils should be left alone dur- 
ing epidemics. (You can find dif- 
ferences of opinion about this, as 
about most things among doctors, 
who rarely agree unanimously on 
anything.) Since the time when 
tonsils are removed can be chos- 
en at will, there is no need for 
taking them out when many cases 
of any contagious disease are oc- 
curring. This means delaying ton- 
j= removal in polio epidemics, 
| for instance, until late fall when

TONSILS are not removed dur- 
ing acute tonsillitis, either. That 
condition is treated with antibio- 
tics. When the infection quiets 
down, the operation can be per- 
formed. 

Some doctors believe that ton- 
sils can become centers of chronic 
infection. A culture of the pus- 
like material from a tonsil will 
identify the specific germ. When 
an illness occurs from the contin- 
ual scattering of similar germs 
tonsils may be taken out in in the 
hope of eliminating the site of 
infection.

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Diced shrimp are added to browned pork, onion and 
mushrooms, which have cooked only until tender.

HERE is apparently a good deal of similarity 
between Chinese and Malayan cooking. When 
China-born Yu-Chen Li and Suk Hun Chan, who 

comes from Malaya, cook for their friends at Linden- 
wood College, St. Charles, Missouri, they find that 
they have many dishes in common. One which their 
schoolmates particularly enjoy is velvet eggs, a kind 
of omelet pancake. 

The dish is started by cutting a green onion into 
small pieces. Dried mushrooms which have been 
soaked in warm water are cut in thin strips and fresh 
shrimp is cleaned and diced. Onion is then fried 
lightly in vegetable oil in a skillet. Lean ground pork 
is added and contents of skillet are stirred until pork 
is brown. Mushrooms and shrimp are added next, 
the mixture is seasoned, with soy sauce and cooked 
for about five minutes over medium heat. When the 
meat mixture has cooled slightly it is spooned into 
eggs which have been beaten until well mixed but 
not frothy. Small spoonfuls of this mixture are fried 
in vegetable oil in a medium hot skillet until brown 
on one side. The small pancakes then are folded 
over and pushed to one side to cook until egg is set. 

INGREDIENTS: One green onion, one-half pound 
fresh shrimp, four ounces lean ground pork, one ounce 
dried or one-half cup fresh mushrooms, eight eggs, 
one tablespoon soy sauce, salt and pepper to taste. 
These amounts make about 20 medium-sized cakes.

RESTLING bare-handed with sharks 
is one of the activities of a group of 
expert swimmers and spear fishers 
of the La Jolla, California, area. Members 
do much of their fishing around the rocky 
ocean bottom; for that reason call them- 
selves the Bottom Scratchers. The group 
is small—with fewer than 10 members—be- 
ing kept that way largely by the strenuous 
membership requirements. 
Every Bottom Scratcher must be able to 
remain under water three minutes. He (or 
she, since there is one woman in the group) 
is required to capture a small shark with 
his bare hands and bring it to the surface. 
Membership tests also include swimming 
to a point a half mile off shore, diving 
about 25 feet to the bottom, and bringing 
up two abalone (a type of mollusk), one in 
each hand. 
Getting two abalone at a depth of 25 
feet within three minutes is no easy feat. 
The mollusks cling tenaciously to the rocks, 
have to be pried loose with skill and 
strength as well as a flat knife especially 
designed for the purpose. An abalone 
knife is part of the regular equipment of 
Bottom Scratchers, as is a sheath knife, 
10-foot-long spear, swim fins and face plate - 
that covers the eyes. 
The abalone knife is carried attached to 
the wrist with a rubber cord. Members 
‘used a rope cord until one of them nearly 
drowned before he could break the rope 
when his knife wedged under a rock in 25 
feet of water.

N UNHAPPY WOMAN, just 30, sat fidgeting in a 
doctor’s office in Chicago the other day 

“Ihave heart palpitations,” she told the 
physician, “and, at times, I have trouble 
breathing.” 

The doctor examined her thoroughly. Despite 
the woman’s complaints, he found her to be in 
fine physical condition. 

Gradually, he extracted this story: 

. Her husband, a domineering man, refused to 
allow her to help bring up their only child. 

@ Every time she made a suggestion about the 
child, her husband told her that a wife’s job was 
to scrub floors and prepare meals. 

@ In the next few visits to the doctor, the woman 
got more and more “off her chest” about her 
husband. As she did, her heart palpitations slowly 
disappeared. Her breathing improved. 

@ The doctor’s conclusion: the woman’s worries, 
tensions and conflicts helped make her sick. 

That woman’s case is not an isolated one. _ 

Doctors are finding that your worries, tensions 
and inner conflicts can accompany everything 
from backache and sneezing to heart disease, 
arthritis and possibly even cancer. | 

The announcement that emotional problems 
and cancer may be closely tied together was made 
only a few weeks ago. 

It has set the medical world buzzing. 


The New Findings 


EFORE THE American Association for Cancer 
Research, Dr. Philip M. West, of the Uni- 

— versity of California at Los Angeles, said: 

Research conducted in California suggests that 
a person with a fast-growing cancer has a tend- 
ency to conceal his inner feelings. He appears less 
able to get tensions “out of his system” than a 
person with a slower growing cancer. 

Those are preliminary findings. Doctors plan to 
carry out more research on the subject. 

However, Dr. West’s research, (done in coopera- 
tion with the University of Southern California 
and the Veterans Administration Hospital, Long 
Beach, Calif.) , emphasizes this point: 

Your mental health cannot be separated, or 
considered apart from your physical health. 

If you’ve got a broken leg, you’re very likely to 


have an emotional problem as a result of it. 


And, if you have a deep-seated emotional prob- 
lem, don’t be surprised if your emotions “express” 
themselves as body aches and pains. 


| 


Says one New England physician: “Emotional 
disturbance accompanies 99 out of 100 physical 
illnesses, and I’m not so sure about that other one.” 

Laboratory findings bolster that statement, 
whether you’re talking about backache or high 
blood pressure. 

In a study reported recently in the journal, 
“Psychosomatic Medicine,” researchers from Cor- 
nell University and the University of Washington 
said: 

Strong emotions often provoked pain in back, 
neck, arms and legs of patients. 


He Had the Symptoms 


journal of the American Heart Association, 
a medical researcher reported: 
In some cases, a patient’s blood pressure can 
be made to shoot up temporarily just by mention- 
ing a family problem that the patient has. 

In this same report, it was shown that actual 
physical illness can crop up only when a person 
is under stress. 

The case of a man drafted during World War I 
was described. When he came up for his physical 
examination, he appeared to be genuinely sick. He 
had rapid heart beat, chest pains, dizziness and 
seemed to tire easily. 

He was drafted, served in the Army and dis- 
charged. For the next 25 years, he worked hard 
and was capable of doing heavy physical labor. 

Yet, when he was re-examined by a draft board 
doctor during World War II, the same symptoms 
reappeared. 

@ The doctor concluded that the man became ill 
only when he was especially worried or under great 
tension. 

@ So marked is the emotional-physical link that 
many doctors feel that ulcers, asthma, skin dis- 
orders and a host of other disorders are probably 
caused by emotional disturbances. : 

@ Even surgical operations have been called the 
cause of emotional! illness. 

® Writing in the New York State Journal of Medi- 
cine, Dr. Lester L. Coleman, points out: 

Many childhood and adult mental disturbances 
have been traced to poorly-planned tonsillecto- 
mies. And tonsil-removal is the most common 
operation during childhood! 

Among other things, he recommends that par- 
ents: explain calmly to their children the need 
for the operation; don’t show the child that you 
(parents) are worried about it; explain that the

But if you have ever 
seen a person suffering from it — wheezing and 
struggling for breath—you’d never say that the 
sickness was all “in the person’s mind.” 

94—It is no disgrace to have deep emotional prob- 
lems. Everyone lives under stresses in today’s 
world. Some people simply can adjust to those 
stresses better than other people. 

3-—It is no reflection on any individual who goes 
to a doctor, (whether or not he is a phychiatrist), 
with a purely emotional problem. 

4-You can’t say that one, five or 10 million 
people have such problems—they’re universal. 

Recognizing the vastness of the situation many 
doctors’ organizations (in addition to the psychi- 
atric groups) are doing something about it.

ENERAL PRACTITIONERS are stressing the impor- 
tance of the happy family unit in emotional 
and physical health. 

A spokesman for the Academy points out: 

“Today, the family doctor expects to see and 
actually does see more and more patients with 
emotional problems. 

e@ “He expects to serve as advisor and counselor 
for patients with worries, fears and other emo- 
tional difficulties.” 

@ And, at Academy meetings, subjects like “the 
problem drinker,” “the teen-ager,” and “the 40- 
year-old age group” have been given increased 
emphasis. : 

@ The Academy spokesman added: 

“When a person walks into a doctor’s office today 
with an aching stomach, it is not considered as 
just a defective part of the person’s body.
